Banning Law 
Bares ‘Teeth’ 


Showmen fined in first 
test of anti-side-show ordi- 
nance—will fight 


ATLANTIC CITY, June 2—The city 
acministration won the first test case 


against the anti-side-show ordinance 
passed during the winter, prohibiting 


uch performances within 200 feet of the 
Jjoardwalk, when William Williams and 
Benjamin Metz, alleged operators of a 
museum on the walk, were fined 825 
each in Recorder’s Court last week. 
Considerable interest was shown in 
case, as it proved that the law as 
passed by the commission has “teeth”. 
A larce number of amusement men and 


carnival operators filled the courtroom 
nd were rather downcast at the verdict. 

The case of carnival people here is not 
entirely hopless, as many still believe 
that a loophole will be found In the 


ordinance which will permit operation. 

In his defense in this case, Williams 
tated his people were not “freaks”, Dut 
performers, each having a special act. 
His attorney stated if the court ruled 
his numbers as “freaks”, then all vaude- 
ville actors are also to be classed in this 
qaivision 

The acts in the museum included a 
magician, fat lady, contortionist, Siamese 
twins and strong man Each had a 
special act, which the promoter stated 
was not any different than regular 
vaudeville acts. If the show continues 
after this (it was not prohibited entirely 
in the verdict), it will be advertised as 
vaudeville.

Art Theater 
Director Quits 


Stevens leaves Goodman 
Theater, Chicago—at vari- 
ance with committee 


CHICAGO, May 31.—With the end of 
the Goodman Theater season but two 
weeks off, dissension that has been 
brewing in the management for months 
reached its climax Wednesday night 
when Thomas Wood Stevens, director of 
the theater since its establishment five 
years ago, tendered his resignation 
Hubert Osborne, who joined the com 
pany this season as stage director, has 
been named to succeed Stevens. 

Since its founding by William Good 
man the Goodman Theater has won 
place as one of the most important of 


the country’s “experimental” repert 

theaters. Stevens gives as the reason 
for his retirement “hopeless disagree 
ment” with the management. He feel: 


that those in authority are deserting th« 
art theater ideals that have built the 
theater’s reputation and substituting a 
commercial policy. In his letter of 
resignation addressed to Robert B 
Harshe, director of the Art Institute, he 
said in part: “I am writing to make 
quite clear my position with regard to 
the theater’s policy for next year. I am 
sorry if this is a disappointment to you 


and to Mr. Goodman, but I feel I am 
hopelessly in disagreement with the 
theater committee IT believe that the 


Goodman should be a true art theater 
and that it should devote itself to really 
important plays not otherwise to be seen 
in Chicago, and to new plays, with some 
emphasis on vital experiment.” 

Almost the entire acting organization 
endorsed Stevens’ action A statement 
to The Billboard signed by 24 member 
of the company reads: “We, the under- 
signed members of the Goodman Theate: 
Company and staff, recognizing Thoma 
Wood Stevens’ high ideals and devotion 
to the best that exists in the theate: 
wish to endorse his action in resignin 
from the Goodman Theater.” Those 
who signed the statement were Nea! 
Caldwell, leading man; B. Iden Payne 
and Whitford Kane, stage directors 
Leslie Marzoff, secenery designer; Arvid 
Crandall, lighting expert; Roman A 
Bohnen, Bernard Ostertag, Bess Kath- 
ryn Johnson, Elizabeth Hooker Parson: 
Ellen Root, Charles Schlessinger, Mary 
Agnes Doyle, Harry Mervis, Harriet A

resignation Director. Harshe, in com 
menting upon the situation, said: 

“We greatly regret Mr. Stevens’ resig- 
nation His five years’ work at the 
Goodman represents a distinguished 
achievement. We have full faith in M: 
Osborne's power to carry on and develop 
that work. He will be in authority over 
the repertory company and will direct 
its policy.”

by J. H. Aloz, of the contract bureau, 
and will carry an injunction to acts 


that they will not be okehed under any 
circumstances, either for odd dates or 
routes, until the publicity office ap- 
proves of the photo and billing material 
submitted. This system was discussed 
often in the last several seasons and, 
according to RKO officials, was to have 
been instituted several times—on paper 
—but never actually went into effect. 
Freeman has assured Luescher and Pol- 
lock that this time the orders will be 
obeyed unreservedly. For vears the RKO 
artistes’ contracts have carried clauses 
that acts must provide suitable photos, 
the interpretation of this term being 
left to the booking office. 

The photo check-up scheme has been 
in force for more than two months in 
the intact shows booked over the West- 


ern houses. It was instituted after 
Luescher’s office complained that acts 
left town with the shows without sup- 


plying the necessary photos and billing 
info, thus hindering the circuit’s pub- 
licity men from doing full justice to 
the rotating shows. 

Another reform being laid out in re- 
gard to the handling of the photo prob- 
lem on the RKO Time is that of work- 
ing out a scheme whereby photos will be 
shipped direct from house to house in- 
stead of being returned to the home 
office and shipped by this devious route 
to the next date. It is admitted, how- 
ever, that this system will fot be prac- 


tical until such time as most of the 
circuit is using intact shows. A system 
similar to this has been in use on 


trailers. with the gelatin going from one 
house to the next as a guaranty that 
there will be no mishap if the duplicate 
sent out by Abe Brin, cf the 
home office. fails to arrive in time. In 
several weeks the home office wil! cet 
out elaborate lobby displays for the 
Western intacts, these to be used a week 
ahead of the shows and shipped from 
house to house on the rotating route 
Thev will be hauled with the effects 
of the unit playing the stated houses 
the week previous.

New of- 
fice, located in the Warner Building on 
West 44th street, will book only talent 
for Warner pictures being made both in 
the Eastern and Western studios, en- 
eagements for radio, discs and shorts, 
and also for whatever musicals Warner's 
may decide to produce in the coming 
seasons. 

Vaude. is affected by the new agency 
only thru it being a medium for vaude- 
villians to be able to crash the screen, 
radio and musicals thru Meyers’ office. 
The agency has an open-door policy, with 
no commissions charged. This is an in- 
novation show business, as it is the 
first time that a circuit has not charged 
talent it books commission to support 
its booking agency. Commission charged 
is usually five per cent. 

Meyers’ main job will be booking for 
pictures. He is in under a straight salary 
irrangement. Meyers had been operating 
his own office in the Bond Building as a 
Loew and indie agent, before that being 
the coast rep, for the William Morris 
office.

With Gloves, Loew showmen are given 
the principles of radio exploitation in a 
boxed summary accompanying the full- 


page spread on the subject 

These generally useful tips are: 

All radio publicity is not good pub- 
licity. ’ 

Some of it can do more harm than 
good. 

Don't give away your show over the 
air. 

See that your acts use special radio 
material and do not use their stage 
material on the air. If the public hears 


them for nothing, why should it at- 
tend the theater? 
Broadcasts from your stage are 


seldom good. 

Avoid broadcasting your entire show 
from the stage. 

Make sure what you broadcast is a 
credit to your theater and to your 
show 

Bear in mind yor reason for broad- 
casting 18 to advertise your theater— 
not merely to entertain the radio 
listeners,

New Invention 


Claimed Good 


NEW YORK, June 2—A new wide 
screen invention was demonstrated at 
the Colony Theater last week, before a 
small audience, and gained wide 
prominence thru its simplicity and the 
fact that only standard-width film is 
necessary for pictures shown on the new 
screen. 

The new invention is called Gloria 
Widescope, and is the invention of Edwin 
Clark, an Englishman, who spent con- 
siderable money on its development 
about 10 years ago. He has recently hit 
upon the process of standard width film 
that meets all the requirements of those 
inventions that require a larger film, and 
its perfection along this line seems to 
speak for its success. ‘It is stated by 
Stephen R, Tobin, who is representing 
the new invention, that the patent rights 
are owned by a wealthy Westerner. 

The enlargement of the image on the 
screen is acquired thru a special camera 
process, which can be done by any regu- 
lar camera by altering it from 25 to 30 
per cent. The Widescope film may be 
projected on a screen 36 by 24 feet, with 
ordinary lenses, and can be reduced to 
a screen as small as 12 by 12 feet by 
changing the lenses.

NEW YORK, June 2,.—When the adjourned meeting of the Pathe stock- 
holders takes place on June 9, unless some agreement is reached prior to that 


time, a hot fight 
protective committee of the 8 per cent 
Lewis Innerarity, secretary of the Pathe 
nanaging executives to a committee 
headed by Richard A. Rowland, and 
formed by him, it was said, for the pro- 
tection of the 8 per cent Pathe stock- 
holders 

The protective committee is making an 
effort to obtain proxies to carry thru 4 
new program of management and 
flanancing. The publication of the pro- 
tective committee's announcement was 
followed by a meeting of Pathe officials 
n the offices of Bancamacrica-Blair 
Company. It was decided then to send 
a notice to stockholders, asking that they 
sign a new proxy revoking the previous 
one. The letter mailed out and signed 
by Innerarity said: 

“On May 23, 1930, a voluntary com- 
mittee, designating itself as a protective 
committee of the 8 per cent preferred 
stockho'ders of this corporation, mailed 
a circular letter to holders of said stock, 
tating erroneously that Joseph P. Ken- 
nedy had resigned as president of the 
corporation and that J. J. Murdock had 
announced his resignation as chairman 
ef the board of directors, and further 
tated that it would be to the advantage 
{ the stockholders of the 8 per cent 
referred stock to give that committee 
proxies to be voted at the adjourned 
the corporation, to be held on June 9, 
1930. 

“The authors of the circular letter in 
question apparently did not avail them- 
selves of the opportunity to become cor- 
rectly advised as to certain statements 
contained in their circular letter. While 
Joseph P. Kennedy's retirement from the 
active management of the corporation 
has been announced, he remains as Chatir- 
man of the board. At no time has Mr. 
Kennedy been president of the corpora- 
J. J. Murdock is not chairman of 
the board, and has not been since 1928; 
he is president of thé corporation. he 
executive staff, which has been acting 
under Mr. Kennedy's direction, remains 
unchanged. 

“Me Richard V. Rowland, Robert 
W. Daniel, W. V. A. Waterman and Fred- 
erick R. Ryan, the authors of the cir- 
cular letter, are not holders of record of 
any of the stock for which they ask 
proxies. There is no indication as to 
whom they wish to substitute for the 
present experienced management. The 
holders of a large majority of the 8 per 
cent preferred stock of this corporation 
have already indicated their confidence 
in the present management by delivering 
to it proxies to be voted at the annual 
meeting, which was adjourned for the 
lack of a quorum of the other classes of 
stock. It may fairly be assumed that a 
change in management, especially where 
the personnel of the proposed new man- 
agement is not disclosed, cannot be relied 
upon as an assurance that the earning 
power of the corporation will be in- 
creased. 

“In addition to certain officials of the 
corporation, your board of directors in- 
c'udes executives of financial institutions 
nd others prominent in their respective 
fields of endeavor. This board is best 
qualified to determine the advisability 
and extent of the corporation's financial 
requirements. The annual statement for

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REVIEWS OF THE LATEST 


“One Romantic Night” 
(UNITED ARTISTS) 
At the Rivoli Theater 


Lillian Gish, who recently made her 
first appearance on the Broadway stage 
in Uncle Vanya and scored a success, 
makes her debut on the talking screen 
in this production which happens to be 
an adaptation of The Swan, by Ferenc 
Milnar. While Miss Gish has stood as 
one of the foremost players of the silent 
screen, the addition of voice seems to 
have given her a more captivating per- 
sonality than in the silent days. 

In One Romantic Night Miss Gish 
steps out as quite an alluring heroine, 
tho at times she might have given a 
little more spirit to the role. It at least 
is in direct contrast to the drab char- 
acters and stories with which she has 
been formerly associated. 

Evening gowns and royal settings are 
much out of the routine of the average 
Gish story and it is really pleasing to 
ind that she is able to hold her own in 
a character that is not always flutter- 
ing its hands in indecision or dismay. 
One Romantic Night is pleasing enter- 
tainment, naive and yet sophisticated. 
Ite dialog is entertaining, but somehow 
seems to have lost some of the pungent 
charm of the original stage play. It is 
but natural that comparisons creep in 
with the legitimate production and also 
with a silent version produced some few 
years ago under the direction of Dmitri 
Buchowetzki. And this production suf- 
fers in comparison perhaps on account 
of the cast, for Basil Rathbone was the 
original tutor on the stage and Philip 
Merivale the prince, with Eva Le Gal- 
lienne as the heroine. 

Conrad Nagel, one of this depart- 
ment’s favorite players on the screen, 
lacks the verility of Rathbone, while 
Rod La Rocque’s exaggerated politeness 
borders upon suavity until he admits 
that for the first time he has been hit 
by jealousy. Marie Dressler, always one 
of the finest comediennes on the screen, 
graces this production in a rather dif- 
ferent role than those she has been as- 
signed in films. Purely high comedy, 
but she shines even tho she plays it 
with a little less hauteur than did 
Alison Skipworth in the stage play. O. 
P. Heggie is excellent as Father Bene- 
dict. 


The locale of One Romantic Night is 
a mythical kingdom where princesses 
are made for marriage with men they 
seldom love. Politics and affairs of 
state, as usual, bring about the alliances. 
Here we find a princess about to be 
forced into a marriage with a profligate 
prince who does not love her. She 
however, is worshiped at a distance by 
the tutor of her youthful brothers. To 
intrigue the prince she pretends to care 
for the tutor only to find that the tutor 
has mistaken her interest in him for 
love. But the ruse has the desired 
effect and soon the prince is head over 
heels in love with her. But she sends 
him away and the tutor also leaves, 
willing to worship his star from afar. 
The roval household had not reckoned 
with the prince, but he realizes that 
sympathy is akin to love and to win her 
sympathy when he is threatened with 
the loss of his kingdom he also wins 
her heart. 


Your audiences will like this picture. 
It has romance and a certain glamour 
that stamps it as different. While at 
the start it smacks of a Graustarkian 
romance, it soon has developed to some- 
thing ultimately above that type of 
story and will hold the interest thru 
its peculiar twists, one unfamiliar with 
its story never being sure of its finish. 


EXPLOITATION SUGGESTION: 
You have a star cast here to con- 
jure with—Gish, Dressler, Nagel, 
Heggie and Larocque. Give this 
plenty of publicity. If you can, lend 
a romantic atmosphere to your 
lobby; it would be attractive. 
Soft, blue lights, with a cut-out 
moon and stars. In this picture 
Nace! is an astronomer. Frame 
fortunes on post cards, reading, 
fates by the stars. If you can bor- 
row a telescope and use in front 
of your theater with the proper 
tleup, it should prove an interest- 
ing stunt. Tieups on window dis- 
plays, with anything to furnish 
the new home of the eloping Prince 
and Princess, will cause talk. Get 


your leading department store to 
display a wedding gown on one 
side of the window, and on the 
other a little tailored suit, with a 
card reading: “This is the wed- 
ding gown that was made for the 
Princess Alexandra for ‘One 
Romantic Night’, but this is the 
suit she eloped in.”

“Safety in Numbers” 


(PARAMOUNT) 
At the Paramount 

A good farce comedy is always wel- 
come on the screen, particularly if the 
situations ring true or strike the spec- 
tator in a humorous vein. Buddy Rogers 
(or Charles “Buddy” if you insist) is a 
screen idol who is nearly always cast 
in the role of a champion of youth, and 
he fits the part nicely all the way thru. 
Safety in Numbers develops a good 
vehicle for him, giving him full oppor- 
tunity to display his versatility as well 
as to project that winning personality. 
The picture is replete with pep, zest, 
farce situations, and a pleasing story. 
There are spots in which the action and 
dialog lag, but this is easily forgotten 
in the fast tempo of the rest of the 
piece, and interest is renewed in un- 
expected novel twists to the story. 


The picture is best described as a 
series of excellent highlights of direc- 
tion, performance and photography, as 
well as some entertaining and novel 
sidelights in comedy treatment, music 
and imagination. The highlights make 
up the story, which was written by 
George Marion, Jr., and Percy Heath. A 
youthful, handsome heir to $25,000,000 
is sent to New York by his guardian 
uncle to get a bit of experience and 
life before his 21st birthday. He is sent 
from San Francisco with letters of in- 
troduction to three trusted “ladies of 
the evening,” whom the uncle can rely 
on implicitly to show him plenty of 
girls yet prevent him from falling for 
one girl. But out of a clear sky a 
romance develops, with its attendant 
compromising circumstances, but some- 
how one feels it will all come out right 

As sidelights there are many comedy 
twists to the story, handled mostly by 
a cockney taxi driver, a colored maid 
and a French chauffeur. There are some 
three or four fine theme songs, one for 
each girl, which have been contributed 
by George Marion, Jr., and Richard 
Whiting. There are the _ theatrical 
business touches, which, tho a bit far 
fetched, fit nicely into the picture, and 
photography and dialog are of a high 
standard. Tricky silhouet shots were 
novel, original and good. 

The direction is by Victor Schertz- 
inger, who has done an excellent job 
thruout. The West Coast studio was 
the scene of the filming, tho there are 
some good night shots of New “York 
fitted into the fiilm. The three pretty 
guardians of the wealthy heir are played 
by Kathryn Crawford, Josephine Dunn, 
and Carol Lombard. Richard Tucker and 
Roscoe Karns give outstanding perform- 
ances as the affluent uncle and the 
cockney taxi driver respectively. Louise 
Beavers is credible as the colored maid, 
and Raoul Paoli does well as the chauf- 
feur. Others who have important roles 
comprise Geneva Mitchell, Francis Mc- 
Donald, Virginia Bruce and Lawrence 
Grant. 

EXPLOITATION SUGGESTION: 
Prime factors to exploit in this 
story are the star, Charles (Buddy) 
Rogers; the supporting cast of fine 
players, the youthful and up-to- 
the-minute story, and some out- 
standing photographic work. If 
you can afford it, a stage fashion 
show would not be amiss during 
the run of this picture, for the 
clothes worn by the women in this 
picture are the ’nth degree of style. 
In your publicity, trailers, adver- 
tising and heralds, you might pro- 
pound the question: “What would 
you advise a young man to do who 
was about to inherit $25,000,000?” 
And streess the farce-comedy values 
to the picture; it’s full of whole- 
some laughs to the sophisticated 
and uninitiated. Book this and 
guarantee your patrons an enjoy- 
able evening.

“The Floradora Girl’’ 


(METRO-GOLDWYN-MAYER) 
At the Capitol 


This is a story of The Gay Nineties, 
with Marion Davies in the stellar role. 
There is no gainsaying the fact that 
Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer, its corps of 
technicians, scenic artists and costumers 
are to be congratulated on the manner 
in which the detail has been handled on 
this production. The idea of the mauve 
decade, or the Age of Innocence, as 
Edith Wharton might term it, is con- 
veyed to the most minute detail. There 
are the wasp waists, bustles, leg o’ mut- 
ton sleeves and the other apparel, that 
today seem rather grotesque, together 
with the corner saloon, the tandem 
bicycles that go to convey the period of 
the early nineties. 

But in spite of this it fails to ring 
true. There are moments when it bor- 
ders upon burlesque, others when it 
takes on the semblance of travesty and 
then again it suddenly turns about and 
becomes sheer melodrama. It is this 
uncertainty of story that makes it a 
rather uncertain production. There is 
one thing certain, however. It is the 
weakest of the vehicles Marion Davies 
has had in some time. It is not suited 
particularly to Miss Davies’ talents. 
Miss Davies is a comedienne and im- 
personator, and while the character 
makes an effort at comedy during the 
earlier sequences of the picture, it lacks 
conviction. It takes more than a comedy 
makeup in a costume of a past period 
to make for laughs. The situations dur- 
ing these early sequences are forced and 
almost border on slapstick. After see- 
ing Miss Davies in Marianne and Not So 
Dumb one must necessarily find dis- 
appointment in this ordinary story. 

The story deals with the famous 
sextet who held forth at the Casino 
Theater on Broadway during the early 
nineties. Five of the six girls are en- 
gaged or married to millionaires. Mar- 
ion Daveis. the youngest and the pret- 
tiest of the lot, for some reason or other 
hasn't that certain something that 
makes the gay dogs of that day play 
for her. She is wooed by a drug store 
clerk. Soon, however, she catches the 
eye of one of the “400”, who is sup- 
posedly very wealthy. She believes he 
wants to carry her. But when she is 
invited to ride with him in his horseless 
carriage, a buckboard of the earliest 
vintage, he carries her to a roadhouse 
and there makes an insulting proposi- 
tion. He is repulsed by the girl and 
then he realizes he really loves her. 
They become engaged, but when he loses 
all of his money on his favorite horse, 
the boy’s mother makes the Floradora 
Girl realize he must marry for money. 
So the girl, to make him dislike her, pulls 
a female David Garrick and pretends to 
enjoy wild parties. But the boy buys in 
on these horseless carriages and is soon 
affluent and it all ends happily. The 
last sequence is on the stage of the 
Casino Theater where the sextet is 
doing the famous number. The boy for- 
getting such a thing as an audience, 
acting as an impromptu sixth partner, 
proposes to her while the audience looks 
on. 

Lawrence Gray has the juvenile lead 
and handles it nicely. The real honors 
of the production are stolen in two of 
the minor roles by Ilka Chase as a wise 
chorus girl of that period and Nance 
O'Neil, the famous star, as the dowagcer 
mother of the boy, whose robust tones 
have been toned down to a softness 
over the mike that is really surprising. 
Walter Catlett, Louis John Bartels, Viv- 
ian Oakland and Sam Hardy are among 
other well-known names in the cast. 

Harry Beaumont’s direction is excel- 
lent. The numerous scenes look like 
old daguerreotypes, while the characters 
seem to step from the pages of the 
family album as tintypes come to life. 
It is too bad that with such careful 
direction, such a well-balanced cast and 
such excellence in detail that a more 
convincing story had not been secured. 
Gene Markey authored the script. 


EXPLOITATION SUGGESTION: 
Your greatest chance is to have 
fashion displays of costumes worn 
in the period of the "90s and today. 
Contrast them. Try and contrast 
their evening dresses, their after- 
noon dresses and the bathing suits, 


for there is —_ an amusing 
beach scene in ploture. If you 


can get a department store to use 
living models in costumes of the 
past and present, it will attract 
wide attention. Get some old- 
fashion plates of the '90s for your 
lobby displays, and your book- 
shops could feature “The Delinea- 
tor’, “Vogue” and other fashion 
magazines to advantage. Get one 
of your older residents to write an 
article for your paper on the mauve 
decade, and if any of them saw 
“The Floradcra Girl” in its original 


version, have them do an inter- 
view for you. Your local editor 
will be glad to help you. If there 


is a landau or hansom cab in your 
city, parade it around the streets 
with “The Floradora Girl” riding 
in it. Suitable banners should be 
placed on it. Contrast this with 
the latest model automobile, with 
the modern chorus girl riding in 
the tonneau. Your entire exploita- 
tion campaign should be built on 
contrasts.

“Midnight Mystery” 
(RADIO) 
At the Globe 

Supposedly produced as a mystery and 
thriller talkie, Midnight Mystery shows 
up as anything else but. Thruout it 
seemed to be a burlesque of murder 
melodramas, tho when reviewed the 
audience laughed consistently. There 
is hardly anything mystifying in the 
film. The smaller neighborhood houses 
might play it to fair returns. Title 
might help drawing them in. Some 
viewing it will no doubt get laughs and 
others might take it seriously. 

The Radio Pictures outfit had little to 
work with on this picture, as it is an 
adaption of the play Hawk Island which 
only recently had a short-lived run on 
Broadway. Howard Irving Young wrote 
the original, and Beulah Marie Dix 
adapted it for the screen. Several 
changes have been made, yet they didn't 
help. George B. Seitz directed, and he 
cid little toward improving it. 

It is hard to write a sincere review 
of the performances of those in the cast, 
as the stuff they have to wield is cer- 
tain to put them at a disadvantage. 
Betty Compson is starred and lacks con- 
viction. Hugh Trevor is the only one 
to make any real impression. Ivan 
Lebecdeff and Raymond Hatton aren't so 
bad. Lowell Sherman does not fare so 
we]l, but the role he has is not at all 
suited to him. Minor roles are handled 
by Rita La Roy, Marcelle Corday, June 
Clyde, Sidney D’Albrook, and William 
Presley Burt. 

Story contains two fake murders and 
one real one. It’s a stormy night on a 
hard-to-get-to island off Cuba, with a 
small group warming the living room 
chairs at a wealthy lad’s home. Dis- 
cussion is about the murder and mys- 
tery novels of one of the fair guests, 
who is the girl friend of the host. The 
latter dislikes the girl’s profession, and 
concocts a plan to fool her. With the 
aid of his friend, a woman-loving 
pianist, he frames a fake murder of the 
pianist. The guests all believe it really 
happened. Later the host reveals the 
hoax to the girl friend, but this causes 
her to hate him. 

The real murder of the pianist comes 
about when a criminal lawyer, who is a 
guest, really carries out the fake plan 
in earnest. He does this because he has 
it in for the pianist for capturing the 
love of his wife. The result is everybody 
blames the host. However, before the 
cops arrive, his girl friend plays a trick 
on the lawyer. She dopes his drink, tells 
him he has been poisoned, and every- 
one groups around for the ensuing con- 
fession. The usual happy finish. 


EXPLOITATION SUGGESTION: 
Most filmgoers, especially the men 
folks and the kids, go big for mys- 
tery pictures. Thus it would be a 
good idea to play up the title. A 
stunt would be to employ some 
fellow, garb him in mystifying and 
attention - attracting attire, and 
parade him in the busy sections of 
your town. Let this be done sev- 
eral days prior to the showing of 
the film, and break the stunt in 
your papers the day prior to the 
opening. The usual trailers and 
signs for mary pictures could be 
used to exploit it, too.

“Back Pay” 


(FIRST NATIONAL-VITAPHONE) 
At the Strand 


The intense and frequently genuine 
romances of the gilded lilies of a big 
metropolis such as New York have 
sometimes made superior screen dramas. 
As past evidence of this we have but to 
notice the success of the first of many 
similarly themed stories, A Woman of 
Paris, and the most recent, Ladies of 
Leisure, to be aware of the appeal which 
this type of story has for sophisticated 
audiences. 

Back Pay has just such an atmos- 
pheric background, dealing with the 
romance of a country girl who loved a 
youth of her Virginia home town but 
craved the luxury and crimsoned afflu- 
ence of a big city more. The story is 
characteristic of a boastful toast she 
makes during the story that “If the 
wages of sin is death she has plenty of 
back pay coming.” 

Corinne Griffith is starred in this 
vehicle, based upan an inept story by 
Fannie Hurst, and directed by William 
Seiter. There are many disappoint- 
ments in the film, the first of which is 
the story treatment, and the second, the 
work of the cast. Grant Withers is 
hardly recognizable as the romantic 
youth with his black hair completely 
dyed to fit certain lines in the story, 
and his transformation is not to his 
credit. Montague Love gives a perform- 
ance second only to that of Miss Grif- 
fith. He plays a wealthy profiteer whose 
main pleasure is to gild the lilies. Miss 
Griffith plays a difficult role with depth 
and understanding, lifting an insincere 
character up from unreality to sym- 
pathetic conviction. There are a num- 
ber of haphazard performances played 
by a balanced cast whose competency is 
outweighed by unwieldy subject matter 
with which they have to work. They 
include Hallam Cooley, Vivian Oakland, 
Geneva Mitchell, William Bailey, Vir- 
ginia Sale, Dee Loretta, James Marcus, 
Louise Carver and Louise Beavers. 

Only sophisticated audiences will take 
to.this story, which is a bit too in- 
volved for the average motion picture 
patron. Hester Bevins, clerk in Finley's 
department store, Demopolis, Virginia, 
flees from the confining environment of 
the town, her aunt’s half-rate boarding 
house, and the store. Forsaking this 
for New York’s alluring wealth and 
luxury, she quashes a budding romance 
with an ambitious, promising youth, 
Gerald Smith. Hester joins the ranks of 
those mysterious beautiful women who 
are maintained by the purse of wealth 
brokers, manufacturers and business 
men, while Gerald is forced into the 
World War and is wounded, gassed and 
blinded. The romance persists, how- 
ever, and when he is brought home she 
makes her first sacrifice in chagrin by 
marrying him and making him happy. 
The boy has but a short time to live 
and when he passes on to his reward, 
we are left to conjecture whether the 
girl continues her passion for luxury or 
returns to the home town and keeps 
Gerald’s ambitious spirit alive by re- 
nouncing luxury. 

EXPLOITATION SUGGESTION: 
Your exploitation should be based 
along three main lines. Stress the 
work and reputation of the star, 
Corinne Griffith, Emphasize the 
source of the romantic war story, 
Fannie Hurst, and impress the 
moral angle to your prospective 
patrons. Conduct your newspaper 
campaign along the lines of an 
essay’ contest, based upon the 
question: ‘Have you any back pay 
coming to you?” Hand out small 
envelopes, marked “Back Pay”, 
with notices of the picture, the 
theater and play date inside.

“Adventures in the South 


Seas” 


(TALKING PICTURE EPICS, INC.) 
At the Cameo 


This is a highly educational and at 
the same time unusually entertaining 
travel picture, made on an expedition 
with Mr. and Mrs. Gifford Pinchot and 
their son, “Giffy,” in co-operation with 
the National Museum at Washington, 
D. ©. and the Philadelphia Academy of 
Natural Sciences. 


The excellent photo- the 


graphic views of bird, fish and mammal 
life of the strange lands are accom- 
panied by a talk by Gifford as the film 
progresses and the narrator has a neat 
way of making his talk interesting as 
well as instructive. 

We start the tour with the Pinchots 
on the schooner “Mary Pinchot” in New 
York harbor. Down thru the Caribbean 
to the Panama Isthmus, then into the 
South Seas of the Pacific. En route we 
touch the Spanish main, Grand Cayman, 
Swan Island, Old Providence, Gulf of 
San Blas and numerous other places of 
interest. We see fights with immense 
porpoise, swordfish and the killing of a 
sea bat whose wing-spread measures 
18 feet. 

On the various islands we come in 
direct contact with the bird life and 
it is strange to note that these feathered 
friends so far away from civilization are 
not at all afraid of humans, even hawks 
eat from poles handed up to them on 
their perches. It all proves highly in- 
structive and is in reality a photo- 
graphic study in natural history. 

In the South Seas some beautiful 
scenic views are shown and here we 
come in contact with the natives with 
their various industries. A _ thrilling 
episode is the harpooning of a sea bat, 
which has to be done by native jumping 
from the canoe and thrusting the har- 
poon into the monster as he leaps into 
the water and then quickly finding 
refuge in the boat. Also the catching 
of a fish that is attacked by a shark, 
leaving only half of the body of the fish 
on the hook. 

The picture while instructive is not 
the kind that you need handle for 
its educational value only, for it has 
enough entertainment value to carry it. 


EXPLOITATION SUGGESTION: 


If you can get your patrons in to 
see this one, they will all come out 
with a good word for it. Many 
people like travelogs; these people 
will eat this one up. Those who 
don’t, if you can once coax them 
in, will certainly stay thru and tell 
their friends to see it. It is up to 
you to arrange your exploitation 
to get this type of audience in. 
If you are afraid of the picture 
alone, if you have a double fea- 
ture day, get it for the second 
feature. But it can stand alone on 
its own merits. Get your schools 
behind it, it will do more towards 
educating youth in natural history 
in one showing than many hours 
in class. Fit your lobby with natu- 
ral history displays. If you can’t 
get specimens get photographs. 
Harpoons and other paraphernalia 
in fighting big fish would also add 
in your lobby display. No doubt you 
could arrange a natural history 
contest on the picture. If you have 
anyone in your community who 
has traveled over this part of the 
globe get them to write an article 
and try to have your local paper 
publish it. You can play this one 
up big as an adventure explora- 


tion.

“The Fall Guy” 


(RADIO PICTURES) 
At the Globe 

The Fall Gvy, produced on the Broad- 
Way stage several seasons ago with 
Ernest Truex in the title role, was an 
entertaining domestic comedy. And now 
the screen version, with Jack Mulhall as 
The Fall Guy, proves fully as inter- 
esting as the play. Leslie Pearce has 
made a good job of directing this piece, 
retaining the domestic touches which 
were the outstanding appeal to the play, 
and injecting new meanings into the 
lines and situations thru the wider- 
scoped film medium. An excellent cast 
has been assembled to give convincing 
proof that a stage play makes equally 
as good screen material. 

Mae Clark interprets the delicate 
shades of pathos, patience and love, re- 
quired by the role of the wife, opposite 
Mulhall, and her finesse is remarkable 
for one on the audible screen so short 
a time. Ned Sparks lends reality to 
the lazy, sax.-practicing brother of the 
wife, and Wynne Gibson is charming as 
the sister of The Fall Guy. Pat O’Malley 
gives dignity and charm to the role of 

inspector, who is in love with 


Wynne Gibson. Tom Jackson, hereto- 
fore identified with police or detective 
roles, prcoges his adaptable versatility as 
the dope-smuggling boss of a gang of 
narcotic peddlers and scores in the part. 
Other effective work is contributed by 
Ann Brody, Elmer Ballard and Alan 
Roscoe. 

You may recall the everyday story, 
which concerns the private life of the 
Quinlans and their in-laws. Johnny is 
out of work, and his wife, Bertha, bears 
the brunt of the support of the house- 
hold, with her sister-in-law, Lottie 
Quinlan, who works as secretary to In- 
spector Charles Newton. Johnny's un- 
employment is made more poignant by 
the lethargy of Dan Walsh, Bertha’s 
brother, whose ambition is to become a 
saxophone player. Johnny becomes un- 
fortunately involved with a gang of dope 
peddlers thru the conspiracy of one 
“Nifty” Herman, who poses as a friend 
and loans him money which he cannot 
pay back except to work for it. The 
police net closes about the gang, im- 
plicating Johnny in a dramatic but 
pathetic manner, for he realizes that 
he has been made a “fall guy” for 
someone else, but when things look the 
darkest Johnny turns the tables by a 
deft piece of detective work and drama. 
They liked it here and so will your pa- 
trons. 


EXPLOITATION SUGGESTION: 


There are a number of features 
worth exploiting in this picture. 
For one thing, the story has a dra- 
matic appeal outside of the ordi- 
mary crook theme, thru bringing 
out the domestic comedy pathos. 
Also the fact that “The Fall Guy” 
was adapted from a famous stage 
play should be stressed. Bring out 
the cast of the picture in your ad- 
vertising, publicity and advance 
trailers, emphasizing their excel- 
lent work in a compelling story. 
The underworld atmosphere should 
give you food for an interesting 
contest tying up your police force, 
your newspapers and your local 
uplift groups in a movement to 
wipe out crime in your city. Her- 
alds could be cheaply produced 
in the form of “dope” packets, 
printed with the ominous word on 
the outside, but inside containing 
only the dope on the picture, play- 
date and theater.

“Turksib” 


(AMKINO) 
At the Film Guild Cinema 

As a pictorial document of the birth 
of an engineering idea, the practical 
evolution of that idea into action, the 
overcoming of obstacles met, and the 
triumphant success when the idea he- 
came a reality, Turksib makes interest- 
ing screen material. The film was pro- 
duced by Wostok-Kino and is released 
thru Amkino and is credited with being 
the first to be produced in Russia under 
the five-year Soviet program of recon- 


struction. Were the narrative style of 
filming this story reduced to mere 
reading, it would prove extremely 


boring to anyone except an engineer, 
but thru the medium of the screen. it 
becomes a highly dramatic and tensely 
entertaining theme. 

The direction by Viktor Turin is with- 
out any obvious Soviet propaganda, ex- 
cept perhaps that of modernizing an- 
cient customs and substituting railroad 
transportation instead of camel cara- 
vans, and the method of presenting the 
story is reminiscent of Sergei Eisenstein, 
both as to direction, continuity and 
camera angles. In fact the work in this 
picture has been proclaimed as equal to 
that of Eisenstein by European critics. 

The story is purely the record of a 
remarkable railroad engineering feat, 
wherein close to 900 miles of moun- 
tainous waste and seemingly impassable 
desert are penetrated and traversed by 
the science of modern engineering. The 
title of the picture, which incidentally 
appears to be the name of the railroad 
also, is derived from the combination of 
the names of the two countries linked 
by the rail system, Turkestan and Si- 
beria. One is shown pictorially the suc- 
cessive steps in the development of a 
railroad across areas hitherto traversed 
only by slow tedious caravans and at 
the risk of great hardships. Thru con- 


certed and combined efforts of thou- 
sands of workmen. aided and abetted by 
machinery, explosives and material, one 
sees desolate wastas made habitable, 
commerce rejuvenated and health pro- 
moted, all seemingly by the construc- 
tion of an almost magical network of 
railroad ties and stee! rails. The work 
was done from both ends and the con- 
trast between the frozen Siberian tun- 
dras and the semi-tropical region of 
Turkestan are capably portrayed on the 
screen. The picture has both a story 
interest and is educational. The camera 
‘work is exceptionally good, and the pic- 
tures flash by almost as quick as 
thought, giving a comprehensive, prac- 
tical, mental picture of the work. If 
your patrons like a story of artistic and 
instructive value, book this picture. It 
is fully as entertaining as any travelog, 
if not more so than most. 


EXPLOITATION SUGGESTION: 


This is a foreign production and 
suitable mostly for the neighbor- 
hood art theaters. The foreign 
background and production of the 
picture will prove suitable exploi- 
tation material. Also stress the 
direction of Viktor Turin, as a 
thoroly capable job. Appeal to 
your patrons who have a technical 
turn of mind by emphasizing the 
engineering feat recorded and pic- 
tured here, as well as a different 
brand of picture production and 
style narrative. While the work 
pictured was of Soviet origin, it 
should be optional with you wheth- 
er stressing that fact would help 
swell your b. o. receipts. There 
are no featured players in the film, 
but all pesples and things in the 
film become highly important prin- 
cipals to the story. Point that out 
to your prospective patrons.

“Call of the West” 
(COLUMBIA) 
At the Hippcdrome 

While this talkie is sort of wishy- 
washy in nature and uses plots that 
have been harped upon frequently, it is 
the kind that most audiences take to 
favorably. That is, it will click with 
filmgoers who like their pictures sim- 
ple and packed tight with fast action, 
charming romance, and some good sing- 
ing. Even tho it is trite and simple, it 
is made entertaining thru good direc- 
tion, neat production, and a capable 
cast. Story is a merge of nite club and 
cowboy action. 

Matt Moore, who reveals a Western 
drawl so thick that it could be cut with 
a bread-knife, is featured along with 
the personable and attractive Dorothy 
Revier. Both of them give good per- 
formances, and that’s saying a lot con- 
sidering the roles they have to wield. 
Miss Revier has a really pleasing singing 
voice, which shows up nicely in plug- 
ging the song, Sittin’ on a Rainbow. 
She plays the nite club songstress, 
while Moore is the fast-riding heroic 
cow-puncher. 

Of those in lesser roles, Kathrine 
Clare Ward gives a good portrayal as 
the mother of Moore. She is ¢glove-fit 
for the part. Nick de Ruiz also does 
nicely as the Mexican cook of the Dixon 
Ranch. Smaller parts are handled okay 
by Tom O’Brien, Alan Roscoe, Vic Potel, 
Joe De La Cruze, Blanche Rose and 
Ford West. The aforementioned, how- 
ever, have little to do, as Moore and 
Miss Revier practically carry the whole 
story along themselves. 

Story is built around Miss Revier. 
who shows much promise as a nite club 
warbler, but has a failing in that she 
goes big for the whoopee ways of Broad- 
way. The result is that she finally 
breaks down, landing in the hospital 
with a siege of pneumonia and finding 
out that the lungs are none too strong. 
She gets let in for a comedown by join- 
ing a small-time road show. Way out 
in the Sagebrush district, her health 
gives way altogether. A kindly young 
Westerner falls for her and takes her 
out to his ranch where she may re- 
cuperate. 

After lots of rest, sunshine and quiet, 
Miss Revier regains her good health. 
Her nite club boss hears all about it, 
and keeps flooding her with letters to 
return to the Gay White Way. How-

Just mild comedy entertainment is 
this canned version of Poor Aubrey by 
George Kelly Considering that The 
Show-O/ff, Broadway legit. hit of 1924, 
was based on this playlet, it shows little 
evidence of how a successful three-acter 
could have been made from it.

Franklin Pangborn, featured, has the 
part of the conceited and hot-air guy. 
He is Only a semall-salaried man, yet he 
brags to his and his wife's friend about 
how wealthy he is. All about his stocks, 
his car, etc. He even goes so far as to 
say that he is letting his mother-in-law 
live with him, when the house really 
belongs to her. All this chatter is re- 
layed to an old friend of the missus.

TIME—Ten minutes. 


The affable prestidigitator, Fred Keat- 
ing, who broke many house records in 
vaudeviMe last season, including the 
Palace, New York, steps onto the screen 
in this Vitaphone short, viewed at the 
Film Cinema Guild, and impressed the 
audience with some of his sleight-of- 
hand feats. Keating is a natural as a 
screen subject, both as to appearance 
and voice recording, and his magical art 
appears to be fully as effective on the 
screen as on the stage. He is shown as 
one of a number of evening-clad guests, 
entertaining the rest with some 
Illusions, which incidentally is the sub- 
billing of this reel. 

Among the stunts he does in the film 
are the elusive thimbles, intricate card 
manipulation, the magical Chinese wand 
and coin manipulation. His trick of 
finding the guinea pigs in a guest’s hat 
is one which proved more baffling on 
the stage.

The rabbit feels 
the urge to become a screen actor and 
treks to the film city for a screen test 
at the Putrid Pictures Corporation. His

But Oswald is double-crossed in his 
aspirations by the combined efforts of 
the cameraman and the sound mikxer, 
who distort his musicalities beyond all 
recognition, and the projection showing 
of the test before the executives results 
in a complete flop. Oswald is thrown 
out of the studio and we last see hirn 
plodding the road back to obscurity 
after an attempt to reach for stardom.

STYLE—Laurel and Hardy comedy. 
TIME—Twenty minutes. 


Stan Leurel and Oliver Hardy find 
themselves in the clutches of the law, 
this time in Hoose Gow, another of their 
rictous two-reelers. The ridiculous pair 
of mugging artists are first shown 
taking a ride in the well-known patrol 
wagon bound for a destination ending in 
a rock pile. Their experiences on that 
trip, wherein they try to escape several 
times, results in some highly entertain- 
ing slapstick comedy, at which this pair 
are adepts. During their stay at the 
prison camp, under government expense, 
the prisoners are visited by the Gov- 
ernor. Stan aecidentally punctures the 
radiator of the visiting executive, and 
while no one is looking he stops the 
leak with a package of rice. But the 
radiator boils over, strewing the sur- 
rounding territory with cooked rice. 

Thru a series of slapstick rice-slinging 
episodes the party resolves itself into a 
free-for-all, with the Governor and his 
party actively participating in the 
melee. There are four individuals who 
are anxious to get out of the fray. They 
are the two convict pals, the Governor 
and the warden, but in their haste they 
all choose the same car, which is 
wrecked by backing into a wagonload 
of whitewash liquid. There’s a laugh to 
every foot of this one.

“On a Plantation” 
(TIFFANY) 


STYLE—Negro melodies and music. 
(Two reels.) 
TIME—Eighteen minutes. 


» This is a sequenced two-reeler fea- 
turing Forbes Randolph’s Kentucky 
Singers. The group is first shown as old 
Negro characters gathered in the front 
yard holding a meeting, during which 
several of the spirituals of their race are 
handily put over. The numbers include 
such old favorites as Great Camp Meet- 
in’ in the Promised Land, Shine On and 
Let My People Go. 

During part of the action the younger 
members of the supposed community 
arrive announcing the declaration of 
war by the nation, which prompts them 
to sing several more military airs from 
the Negro spiritual catalog. These 
numbers, effectively recorded and beau- 
tifully harmonized, include Ezekiel Saw 
the Wheel and I'll Be Ready When the 
Great Day Comes. The tempo of the 
piece is slow and entertaining thruout 
its length, which should make it a good 
filler on programs with fast action or 
comedy.

STYLE—Varied novelties, 
TIME—Ten minutes. 


Four items of more than passable in- 
terest comprise the layout of this short 
subject. The opening spot of the set, 
Busy Bee, gives a pictorial analysis 
proving that the humming worker bee 
actually does nothing but work, build- 
ing the hexagonal compartments to 
store the honey. Interesting closeups of 
the bees at their labors. 

Coal-Belt Art, a vocal and instrumen- 
tal session of songs, pictured by Floyd 
Traynham in the coal regions near Car- 
bondale, Ill., shows a group of Negroes 
gathered before one of their cabins.

TIME—Nine minutes. 


A new satellite on the screen appears 
in this short in the person of Kutz- 
nezzoff, who hails from the Russian 
Kretchma in Greenwich Village and 
other night clubs, as well as vaudeville. 
The film producers would do well to 
sign this man and his partner, Mme. 
Nicolina, at any price, botn having 
voices such as are seldom heard on the 
stage or screen. While this short sub- 
ject runs but a bare nine minutes, its 


delightful blend of voices in harmony 
compels one’s interest and actually 
forced applause at the finish here. 
Kutznezzoff and Mme. Nicolina first 
harmonize a lilting folk song, accom- 
panied by their guitarist, Vasiliefsky.

This interesting sound short is all 
about fish and how one angles for them.

Rice Sportlight. No doubt a great many 
of your patrons are confirmed fisher- 
men. If not they might want to be 
after seeing this short. As is the case 
with the many other Sportlight shorts, 
this one has been excellently done.

Recording is good, 
with the brief snatches of dialog coming 
over nicely. 

It widely covers the various species of 
fifh and the different methods of 
angling. Opening is a shot of Blue 
Springs, Fla., with the broad assertion 
that “Fishing has more followers than 
golf or baseball.” Then it shows under- 
water angling in Silver Springs, Fla.; 
surf casting in Florida; fishing for the 
salt-water variety, and luring trout from 
the Muscanetong River in Hackettstown,

STYLE—Novelty items. 
TIME—Ten minutes. 


The realms of music and education 
are tapped in this Audio Review with 
pictorial insight into affairs of the 
rugged foresters of Sweden, a_ pictur- 
esque Spanish ensemble singing a native 
song and the crystallization processes of 
certain chemicals. On the’ whole the 
reel should be of interest to exhibitors 
wishing novelty.

At Loew’s New York 

Ridin’ Law is an unfortunate produc- 
tion for everyone concerned with its 
making. It is a Western, said to be the 
second in a series of similar productions 
slated for release this season by the Big 
Four Film Corporation. All-talking 
Westerns are popular favorites on this 
season’s principal programs, but if we 
have many like this one they are des- 
tined for a big slump. We found our- 
self actually feeling pity for the poor 
players in this picture, who tried to 
make the best out of an impossible and 
inept story. 

Jack Perrin is a handsome enough 
star, but the story makes him an 
awfully sappy hero. Rene Bordon plays 
opposite him in the role of a Mexican 
lass. Jack Mower was made to utter 
the phenomenal words that his last 
wound was just a scratch, for “the bul- 
let just touched my heart!” Others 
who contribute futile efforts in varied 
roles include Yakirha Canutt, Ben Cor- 
bett, Robert Walker, Fern Emmett, Pete 
Morrison and Olive Young 

John R. Freuler is sponsor of the pro- 
duction; Harry Webb, as director, has 
done a poor job with the megaphone 
and in the cutting room; and Carl 
Krusada’s story had better have been 
left unwritten. Dialogue is atrocious, 
stilted and unreal. There is only one 
redeeming quality to this feature, its 
photography by William Nobles, but this 
failed to stifle the damning titters which 
action and story awakened with this 
audience. 

Story relates the experiences which 
befell a youth who was determined to 
avenge the shooting of his father, and 
inadvertently fell into the rendezvous 
of a gang of smugglers, and also tumbled 
into love. There are unconvincing at- 
tempts to inject the Mexican atmos- 
phere and songs suggested by Rio Rif1- 
like themes. The attempts prove in- 
ane and grotesque. Believe us, if there 
were anything to commend this picture 
tc an exhibitor, we would gladly say so, 
but there is not even an appeal for the 
kiddies, who would be moved to de- 
risive laughter by the faked and ridicu- 
lous fighting scenes. It would not help 
your prestige to book this one. 


EXPLOITATION SUGGESTION: 
Don’t try to put over any stunts 
on this picture, for whatever you 
did it would be deceptive exploita- 
tion, and likely to do more harm 
than good. If you are unfortunate 
enough to have already booked it, 
the less said about it, other than 
programing, the better. Jack Perrin 
and his Arabian horse, Starlight, 
are familiar figures, but don’t 
boast of their doings in this pic- 
ture by ads., trailers or publicity. 
The most you can do is to make 
the best of a bad bargain.

*““Mawas””’ 
(CAPITOL FILMS) 
At the Tivoli 


Catering to the apparent zest of movie- 
going patrons for jungle locale pic- 
tures, showing the wild beasts of the 
tropics in their native habitat, and pic- 
torializing thrilling camera and rifle 
“shots” during these interesting episodes, 
Mawas proves entertaining fare for the 
big game sportmen’s tastes, tho it is 
below the standards of the most recent 
similar-themed productions, such as The 
Silent Enemy, Chang and Simba. In 
these days of speedly aviation and radio, 
when the nethermost regions of the 
earth are veritably brought to our hearth- 
stones, discriminating motion picture 
audiences are demanding more of these 
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kind of pictures than ever before, and 
they almost always are popular. 

Mawas was made as a silent pieture 
and later synchronized with sound ef- 
fects and music The production was 
sponsored by Edward Bowes, and super- 
vised by Max Graf. The story begins in 
the California foothills, where three out- 
door men are seen gathered about their 
encampment, and one of them volunteers 
to tell a campfire story. We are trans- 
ported by pictorial means from the docks 
of Sen Francisco into the innermost 
jungles of the Dutch East Indies, with 
occasional flashbacks to the story-telling 
fireside, so that the picture maintains a 
balance between practical reality and 
seeming unreality. Mawas, as told in 
descriptive subtitles, means Old Man of 
the Jungles, the expression used to de- 
describe thé orang-utans. Arriving at 
our first landing port. we are first in- 
troduced to quaint natives of that Far 
East land, meeting the nine-year-old 
mothers of children and the turban-clad 
natives. We are conducted on a short 
tour of the city by boat and riksha. 

Eventually we are brought into the 
densest parts of the jungles, and there 
is where the thrills really commence. We 
are met by hordes of monkeys and ba- 
boons. We catch glimpses of many rare 
and awe-inspiring animals roaming their 
native haunts. Herds of elephants are 


encountered, and there is also the 
Malayan leopard, a viciously beautiful 
creature.

We help the 
hunters to trap a baby orang, later cap- 
turing the mother also. One of the 
native beaters is suddenly killed by the 
angry father and husband of the cap- 
tured animals as a climax to our hunt. 
We are brought back to the California 
campfire, safe and sound, after an ad- 
venturous trip, which has taken 40 
minutes to complete. The feature is a 
good bet for any double-decker program.

To High Court 


Question hotel’s right to 
entertain guests with pro- 
tected broadcast music 


WASHINGTON, May 31.—The question 
of whether a hotel proprietor, in making 
available to his guests copyrighted music 
thru a radio receiving set and loud- 
Speaker installed in his hotel, is violat- 
ing the copyright on song numbers, will 
be decided in a case which has just been 
vhanded to the Supreme Court, from the 
Circuit Court of Appeals for the Eighth 
District. The case is Gene Buck, presi- 
dent of the American Society of Com- 
posers and Authors, against Jewel-La- 
Salle Realty Company. 

The defendants, the 
Realty Company, operate the LaSalle 
Hotel in Kansas City, Mo. In the his- 
tory of the case, as it reaches the Su- 
preme Court, it is developed that B. C. 
DeSylva, Lew Brown and Ray Henderson, 
prior to August, 1927, wrote the words 
and lyrics to a new and original musical 
composition, entitled Just Imagine, and 
assigned it to the DeSylva, Brown & 
Henderson Corporation, music publish- 
ers, who secured a copyright. Later, the 
production was assigned and transferred 
to the Society for exclusive non-dramatic 
use, along with other existing composi- 
tions, and those to be developed later. 

Just Imagine was broadcast without 
the permission of the copyright owners, 
it is alleged, and the music was picked 
up by the master set of the realty com- 
pany, located in the LaSalle Hotel, and 
made available to the guests of the hotel. 
As the facts are certified to the Supreme 
Court, the owners of the hotel were 
notified in 1928 by registered letter to 
stop these programs of copyrighted 
music until a license for that purpose 
had been obtained from the American 
Society of Composers, Authors and Pub- 
lishers. 

The District Court declared that the 
reception of a musical composition on a 
radio receiver is not a performance at 
ali, and the fact that the hotel trans- 
mitted the composition to its guests in 
the different rooms of the establishment 
did not make such an act a performance 
of a character to constitute an infringe- 
ment. Folowing this decision, an ap- 
peal was taken to the Circuit Court of 
Appeals by Buck, for the Society, and 
the Circuit Court has now submitted the 
questions involved to the Supreme Court 
for decision. The contentions of the 
hotel company, in the litigation in the 
District Court, were that the company 
was not’ a performer and that the al- 
leged performance was not for profit.

After hearing so much of the busi- 
ness Billroy’s Comedians were doing in 
their established territory this season 
and at the invitation of Manager Billy 
Wehle to “come on and see for your- 
self,” we journeyed over to Maysville, 
Ky., last week to look over the “opry” 
and. if possible, to see what was so un- 
usual] about this outfit. 


It being Monday, free ladies’ day, we 
naturally expected to see a crammed 
tent, and we were not in the least dis- 
appointed. Long before the curtain 
Was ready to be lifted the Billroy 
tent was packed to capacity, and if our 
old eye can be relied upon, there must 
have been somewhere in the nighbor- 
hood of i,400 waiting for the festivities 
to begin. And all this in spite of the fact 
that there was a river boat operating 
a moonlight dance in opposition on the 
same night. 

It has long been the cry of tent-show- 
dom to “give the patrons a run for their 
money and they'll come in”. Possibly 
Manager Wehle’s success is due to the 
fact that he lives up to the old maxim. 
The curtain for the opening night’s 
play, Oh, Daddy, went up at 8:15, and 
the Maysfield folks filed from the big 
canvas following the special concert fea- 
ture at exactly 11:45. If there is to be 
any criticism, possibly it should be that 
there is too much entertainment for the 
money.

A. H. Hanlon Launches

BANGOR, Me., May 31.—A. H. Hanlon, 
of this city, has purchased the old four- 
masted schooner Horace A. Stone, and 
has spent approximately $30,000 in con- 
verting it into a showboat to play the 
river and coast towns in this section.

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Stock Loses 
Old Standby 


After 40 years Sherman 
Brown quits, surrendering 
the Davidson, Milwaukee 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., June 2.—Sherman 
Brown, for the last 40 years connected 
with the theater in Milwaukee, has re- 
linguished his hold on the Davidson 
Theater, local stock house. The theater 
has been taken over by the Boston Store 
and will be conducted by L. K. Brin, 
manager of the Garden and Majestic 
theaters, Milwaukee. The last of the 
Davidson Players is forecast. 

Henry Goldenberg, of Brin Theaters, 
Inc., will have active management of 
the theater. It is understood that the 
new management will be given use of 
the franchise which Henry L. Stoddard, 
of New York, has with producers for 
shows for the Davidson, which franchise 
provides that the playhouse will present 
the Shubert and Erlanger shows. 

The passing of Mr. Brown as the head 
of the Davidson removes from that the- 
ater one of the most colorful figures 
in the theatrical world and a man who 
has been a personage of note in the 
legitimate drama field during most of his 
life. 

Road shows will again be shown at 
the theater in the fall as well as road- 
talking pictures, it was announced. The 
Davidson was erected in 1890 by the 
Davidson brothers of Chicago at a cost 
of $400,000. It was wrecked by fire in 
1€94 and rebuilt, from which time on it 
took rank as one of the leading theaters.

Taking the Cue

EVIEW of the stock field for the month just closed shows no ma- 
terial change in conditions governing the preceding month. A few 


important stock operations closed for lack of patronage and 
several of minor note folded. During the same period, however, the 
number of new operations almost equaled the total of those withdrawn. 
Hence the change in volume was negative. 


Compared with the same season in 1929 spring activities show a 
decline, box-office returns slumping because of unemployment in the 
commercial and industrial fields. Stock Operators in paying stands suf- 
fered curtailment of profits, others carrying on in the red had to stand 
for heavier losses. 


Existing conditions hold -1.0 promise of anything better nor worse. 
Except in isolated cases, where local conditions are such that calculation 
on what may be logically expected can be made, one man’s guess is as 
good as another on what the summer will bring forth. On the whole, stock 
may. be said to be merely marking time. Those infallible indicators of the 
expansion and contraction of the stock field, the weekly bulletins of the 
playbrokers, show no great decline in the number of scripts sold to stocks. 


A bit of encouragement may be found in the announcements of open- 
ings for June. The company now in rehearsal at the Woodstock (N. Y.) 
Playhouse is scheduled to open June 11. On the same date the Adiron- 
dack Players start their fourth summer season at Saranac Lake, N. Y. 
Elitch’s Gardens Theater will open to stock in Denver June 14. Mean- 
while the stock operated at the Denham Theater, Denver, with actors, stage 
employees and musicians sharing equitably in profits and losses, Con- 
tinues. At Milbrook, N. J., a company headed by Barbara Bulgakova will 
get under way June 16. Lillian Desmonde and her company open at Idora 
Park, Youngstown, O., June 16. The Elverhoj Theater, with Mary Tupper 
Jones as managing director, is due to open at Milton, N. Y., June 17. In 
the Southern country, the Shelton-Amos Players have just got under way 
at the Lyric, Richmond, Va., the lone exemplar of the spoken play in a 
State whose capital was a dramatic hub in the days of the elder Booth, 
Forrest, McCready, McCullough and Kean. ’

I saw that contest, and it was a shame 
to match those people with Benway. 

No one had 
a living chance with Benway, as he was 
at his best.

Just to show you how good Ben- 
way was, the band was playing Asleep in 
the Deep, while Benway was drumming 
to Who Threw the Overalls in Mrs. 
Murphy’s Chowder. He never missed a 
beat. The judges were George R. Guy, 
John Van A?nam, John W. Vogel and Al 
Tint. Tint was the only one that was 
against Benway, stating that Benway’s 
drumming was not perfect because he 
didn’t yodel at the finish. All I can say 
is that never in the history of minstrelsy 
have I seen such drumming as Benway 
did. Now I will tell you the truth. Ben- 
way was too modest to accept the prize 
that night. It was mailed to him by 
John Van Arnam. The prize is now 
hung up in the germ room of the N. V. A. 
Sanatorium in Saranac. Trusting that 
this will ease the minds of those who 
think the contest was a frameup and 
they will now realize that Happy Benway 
is the king bass drummer, let him who 
is without sin cast the next drum 
contest.”

bert Wilkins. 


NEW ORLEANS—U. Marionono and J. 
S. Waterman have been appointed mem- 
bers of the Municipal Auditorium Com- 
mission to fill the posts vaceted by the 
expired terms of Jeff D. Hardin and 
Teigh Carroll. The appointment of 
Messrs. Marionono and Waterman to the 
auditorium commission revives reports 
that Charles A. Koch, auditorium man- 
ager, will be replaced by a manager to 
be selected by the commission in con- 
sultation with members of the com- 
mission council. Support in the matter 
is said to be closely divided between 
Emile Stier and I. B. Tribken, former 
Association of Commerce secretary. The 
committee representing the various 
veterans’ and patriotic organizations, 
which will take part in the dedication 
on May 30 of the Municipal Memorial 
Auditorium, have been requested by the 
commission council .to prepare a pro- 
gram and submit it to the council for 
ratification at an early date.

There 
were three programs of Negro jubilee 
singing and a half dozen concerts and 
lectures. Two light operas, The Rose 
Maiden and Pinafore, were rendered to 
large audiences by iocal singers under 
the direction of the Department of Pub- 
lic Recreation. The Orlando Municipal 
Auditorium is used frequently and plays 
an important part in the amusement life 
of Central Florida.

Legitimate Stage 
LONDON, May 13. — There has been 


a bad slump in theater business 
this past week, and for no dis- 
Cernible reason. London is crowded 


with visitors for the season, the spring 
weather has been chilly enough to drive 
folks indoors for entertainment, but ex- 
pectant box offices have been disap- 
pointed. Practically full houses have 
been the lot of Bitter Sweet, Edgar Wal- 
lace’s On the Spot, Silver Wings, and 
Cochran’s 1930 Revue. The success of 
Silver Wings, goes to prove that there is 
much to be said for the cheaper-seat 
policy maintaining at the Dominion 
Theater, and the same applies to the 
variety houses. 

An American importation, Dishonored 
Lady, at the Playhouse, was the only 
production feature of the week in Lon- 
don. The play certainly proved to come 
under the head of melodrama—a not 
particularly popular type of theatrical 
fare at the moment—but it got a good 
reception. It is likely to have an in- 
Ning for—apart from some highly dra- 
Matic scenes—the beautiful and re- 
Strained acting of Fay Compton, the 
brilliant villain of Harold Huth, and 
the finished work of Hartley Power. 
Raymond Massey's producing is excel- 
lent. 

London's newest theater, the Prince 
Edward, where Rio Rita is the current 
attraction and which opened this house 
to the public on fpril 3, is being wired 
for talkies. Rio Rita is not the first in- 
Stance here of the success of a play be- 
ing jeopardized by the fact that most 
of the theater-going public have already 
become familiar with it in screen form. 
Even the attractions of Edith Day, 
George Gee, Bernard Nedell] and the 
brilliant company are up against this 
handicap. On May 26 the Prince Ed- 
ward will try its luck in its new guise 
with John McCormack’s Song of My 
Heart as a kickoff. 

Louis N. Parker’s English adaptation 
of Hermann Sudermann’s Magda started 
a fortnight’s season at the New: last 
night. 

A revival of the birth-control play, 
Our Ostriches, in a revised form, by the 
famous doctor-authoress, Marie Stopes, 
is running for a month at the Royalty. 
The big cast, in which are Clare Greet 
and Norah Robinson, is a good one. 

Garland Anderson, whose Appearances 
has just ended a two-month run at the 
Royalty, is still in England giving some 
lectures on the theme of his play. 

Mireille Perrey, the young Parisian 
star, is to play a leading part in Sons 
o’ Guns, the next Hippodrome show, 
and in which Bobby Howes is to be lead- 
ing man. 

The Actors’ Benevolent Fund, one of 
the important stage charities which 
have been so much helped by royal 
patronage, was again aided to the extent 
of $6,000 on Monday by Lady Wynd- 
ham’s successful matinee, at which the 
Queen was present.

BERLIN, May 15.—With Oberammer- 
gau, the big attraction this season, 
Many tourists have arrived to the great 
delight of theatrical managers who 
otherwise would have plenty more rea- 
son to complain about business.

The Vikings 

The following letter has been re- 
ceived: 

“Your news item under the caption 
“The Vikings” on the Actors’ Equity 
Association page of The Billboard should 
be correctly answered once and for all. 

“The actors in the play by that name 
pronounce it correctly, even tho you are 
under the impression they are not, and 
even tho some unnamed dictionaries 
seem to support your contention. 


“Vikings should be pronounced Vick- 
ings, the i as in Vicksbure or victory. 
This proper pronunciation is borne out 
by H. G. Wells in his Outline of History 
in which mention is made of these bold 
sailors and warriors, and in which he 
goes on to say “Vik” means a fiord or in- 
let, thus Vikings means “inlet men” be- 
cause they came from the deep inlets 
of the Scandinavian coast. Following 
this up, he says it should be pronounced 
(this in a foot note) Vik-ings and not 
Vi-kings. 

“It can be understood very easily why 
the other pronunciation might be used, 
as it serves to lend romance and 
glamour, which they richly deserve, but 
which historians insist is the incorrect 
pronunciation. 

“Trusting this will set at rest any fur- 
ther arguments regarding this name and 
serve to bolster the courage of those 
players who thought on reading your 


item they were incorrectly pronouncing 
it, I remain . 
The “unnamed dictionaries” include 
Webster’s New International, Funk & 
Wagnalls and some others, so that in 
spite of H. G. Wells, who after all is 
said and done is a historian and not a 
lexicographer, we shall continue to use 
our own preference, i. e., Vi-kings.

We have received the following letter 
from Betsy Walters, who is working in 
pictures on the coast: “Enclosed please 
find my dues from May to November 1. 
Being an old New Yorker, I prefer to send 
Mmy dues to the New York office. I work 
at the studios much of the time, and 1 
probably won't be in a show again for a 
long time, but I feel it my duty as a 
mémber to continue paying my dues 
rather than obtain a withdrawal card. I 
have been a member of your wonderful 
organization for more than eight 
years, and in all that time I have never 
called on you to settle any disputes for 
me. But I realize that I have benefited 
by the Equity contract and that I have 
just been fortunate in having, no dis- 
putes to settle. I feel honored to be a 
member of Equity. Here's hoping we win 
out here next time.” 

It is members such as Miss Walters 


who make the organization strong. 

The Chorus Equity reports 3,220*paid- 
up members as of May 1, 1930, as against 
3,829 members in good standing on May 
1, 1929. From May 1, 1929 to May 1, 
1930, the association has elected 1,718 
new members. 

Forty-four members have qualified as 
principals in the last year and have been 
transferred to the Actors’ Equity. 


The New York office has collected 
$19,824.43 in claims for members in the 
past year. This is exclusive of the 
amounts collected by the Chicago, Kan- 
sas City, Los Angeles and San Francisco 
branch offices. 

Ten members of Chorus Equity have 
been suspended in the past year for con- 
tract jumping 

Members are again warned that they 
must report at headquarters before go- 
ing into rehearsal with a new produc- 
tion. At this time of the year there are 
many attempts made by _ shoestring 
managers to make productions. Chorus 
members are not permitted to waive 
bonds. While we are anxious that all of 
our members should find employment, 
we cannot feel that employment for 
which you will not be paid is worth 
while. A management that hasn't enough 
money to put up two weeks’ salary for 
chorus members of the production, hasn't 
enough money to put on a show. 


The Chorus Equity contract was won 
after a six-week strike and great hardship 
and privation on the part of those people 
who were then members of the associa- 
tion. Those who now benefit by their 
self-sacrifice are asked only to maintain 
the contract which they won. Occasion- 
ally a few short-sighted members come 
to us and ask us to make concessions in 
their case on the minimum conditions 
of the contract, 


For instance, we have had members 
ask us to extend the probationary period, 
as they felt sure that they could obtain 
the engagement in question if they could 
rehearse a few days longer. 


Men who have had long experience in 
putting on musical shows have assured 
us that seven days is ample time to find 
cut whether a chorus® girl will qualify 
for the work of the production. If you 
can't get the work in that time, you 
should leave the field open for those who 
can, rather than ask your association to 
break down its minimum conditions.

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Let the People Say Whether 
Or Not They Want Carnivals 


ANY of the campaigns being waged against 
M carnivals are downright funny they are so 

flimsy, obvious and illogical. Yet cities and 
towns everywhere fall for them, as do the unsuspect- 
ing newspapers. 

It is amusing to us to note that local merchants’ 
organizations are particularly active against carni- 
vals. In most cases these organizations widely 
ballyhoo the story that “our city does not want 
carnivals” or “our citizens refuse to allow carni- 
vals”, until some enterprising showman who is not 
so easily downed, opens the town and gets a book- 
ing. The result is that during the engagement 
of the show the midway is swarming with thou- 
sands of residents “who refuse to allow carnivals”. 

To our way of reasoning the two things don’t 
jibe and someone is a liar. There is no doubt in 
our mind but that it is the merchants. They shout 
that the citizens “don’t want carnivals”, while the 
citizens themselves prove conclusively that they not 
; only DO want them, but will support them. 


What we want to know is by what right does 
any merchant, group of merchants or newspaper 
tell the citizens what they shall or shall not have? 
Does not the resident of any city or town have the 
right to choose his own form of entertainment? 
Or is this a free country? 


Certainly the wise city fathers who shout the 
loudest about freedom, must know that if the resi- 
dents of this or that city do not want carnivals they 
will show their displeasure by not patronizing them 
and the good city fathers can put it down in their 
book that if the carnivals are not patronized they 
will give the city a wide berth. 

We would like to see a showdown on this ques- 
tion. Put it up to the citizens themselves, we say.

They are the only ones who have a logical right to 
make the decision. Let them cast their vote on the 
midway. Certainly it is apparent that if the citizens 
do not want carnivals (as the good merchants would 
have us believe) they will not patronize them. What 
could be fairer? 


Of course, it is the same old story. The few 
merchants will holler and rant in an effort to 
dictate the desires of thousands of citizens. Why 
shouldn’t they? After all, it is human nature to 
want everything and small-town merchants 
an overabundance of that human failing.

New York City Has a License 
Regulation That Needs Attention 


HE great city of New York has an unbearable 

license situation as far as outdoor shows are 

concerned. It is ridiculous and unjust. Some- 
thing should be done immediately to change the 
regulation and it is up to the outdoor showmen 
to do it. 

Think of a condition which allows that if a 
sets up within the city and anyone in the 
neighborhood voices an objection it is necessary for 
the show te remain idle for five days before the 
License Bureau will arrange a hearing. Who pays 
salaries and other overhead for those five days? 
Does the License Bureau? 


It is a manifestly unfair ruling and one that we 
think could easily be overruled. Think of the 
opportunities it allows the opposition. What is to 
prevent any theater operator from complaining 
about a carnival that plays his neighborhood in 
order that he may force it to remain idle for five 
days? Certainly it is clear that not many carnivals 
could stand several such layoffs.

Last week on this page we commented on the 
action brought against the Frank J. Murphy Shows 
by two theater operators in the Bronx. Their action 
was found to be fraudulent, but that did not alter 
the fact that the shows could not operate for eight 
days.

As a circus fan, permit me to say that I 
believe G. R. Spencer was hasty in his 
criticism of the Sparks Circus, appearing in 
‘The Forum" of this week's (May 24) issue 
of The Billboard. : 

Mr. Spencer criticizes the elimination of 
the musical spec.” which has long been a 
feature of Sparks Circus, but he forgets that 
in playing the same territory. changes of 
program are necessary, and a circus ought 
to be congratulated for making such changes. 
The “spec.”” or tournament this year I re- 
gard as one of the finest I have ever seen. 
The costumes are new, fresh, beautiful, and 
the whole arrangement is exceedingly pleas- 
ing to the eye. It opens the entire program 
with a burst of circus atmosphere which is 
delightful. 

Mr. Spencer complains about the. quality 
of the acts. Where couJd he find anything 
better than the Nelson Family, which has 
been a circus headliner for a quarter of a 
century? And then Walter Guice Troupe 
offers one of the finest riding acts before 
the public today. As for the “unfunniest 
clowns", Mr. Spencer ought to know that 
the troupe was headed by Paul Wenzel, who 
has an international reputation as a pro- 
ducing clown and who has been with the 
Sparks Circus for years. His troupe of able 
assistants are also Sparks Circus veterans. 
It is difficult to see how Mr. Wenzel could 
be charged with being “unfunny’ under Mr. 
Ringling’s management and funny under the 
management of Mr. Sparks. The equestrian 
director is Charles Barry. Mr. Barry was 
equestrian director of the Hagenbeck-Wallace 
Circus on the occasion of its first visit to 
Washington, D. C. He is able and accom- 
plished, and under his direction the entire 
program, when I saw it, moved without a 
hitch. Mr. Wolska is a veteran with Sparks 
Circus, and his act with the tigers certainly 
should provide Mr. Spencer with the thrill 
which he seems to miss so much. The Wild 
West was headed by Carlos Carreon, also a 
Sparks veteran, and in the riding exhibition 
we find such familiar names as LaVerne 
Hauser and Etta Carreon, both of them 
Sparks veterans.

Uniform Highway Licenses 


Editor The Billboard: 

The writer has been wondering if The 
Billboard could not be instrumental in 
getting our federal government to set a fixed 
highway license and make all States adopt 
a uniform highway license, each State col- 
lecting the same amount. Then it would not 
matter what State the showman happened 
to be in, his highway license would cost him 
exactly the same as it would in any other 


State. Couldn't it be arranged that the 
traveling showman could buy quarterly 
licenses? When January 1 came he could 


buy the first quarterly highway licenses in 
whatever State he happened to be in, and 
when the second quarter came he might be 
in another State, where he could take out 
his second quarterly licenses. By the time 
the third quarter arrived, if he had changed 
States again, he could take out his third 
quarterly licenses in it, and again his fourth 
and last quarterly highway licenses in an- 


other State. In that way each State that 
he travels in gets a part of his highway 
licenses. He could easily pay such highway 
licenses and wouldn’t be imposed upon by 
high licenses or barred by some States on 
account of highway licenses. 


The writer has paid $30 highway license 
each on five one-ton trucks in Louisiana 
and had Taylor, Garland City, Lewisville 
and Bradley, Ark., already booked. After 
Bradley the show was to return to Plain 
Dealing, La., the State where our highway 
license wes bought, but after hearing how 
the State of Arkansas had been treating 
show trucks and after discussing the situa- 
tion with a little truck show that had been 
run out of Arkansas, I took precautions and 
asked the Highway Department of Arkansas 
by letter if it would be permissible for us 
to make the above towns without paying an 
Arkansas highway license. The Highway 
Department replied and enclosed a copy of 
the attorney general's opinion, wherein the 
attorney general held that passenger cars 
would be permitted in the State for 90 days, 
but trucks used in transporting shows would 
be classed as commercial trucks and must 
pay the Arkansas Highway Department for 
the remaining part of the year for licenses. 

A showman in order to show five or six 
weeks in Arkansas is required to pay three- 
quarters of a year's license, which is unjust 
to the traveling showman. Alright now, let’s 
take a show that covers a large number of 
States. It first pays $30 or $35 in January 
to the State it is in then, and for January, 
February and March is required to pay 
three-quarters of a year’s licenses in each 
State it is in for the second quarter. After 
July 1 it pays one-half year's licenses for 
each State it is in that quarter. Do you see 
what the traveling showman is up against 
in the way of highway licenses in one year? 


If The Billboard could be instrumental in 
getting the federal government to make each 
State adopt the same highway license—if 
Mississippi, Texas, California and Nebraska 
can get by on cheap highway licenses, then 
all other States can get by on a reasonable 
highway license also. Each State should 
collect the same amount. The States have 
other ways of raising money for roads be- 
sides the highway licenses. They assess a 
tax on gasoline, oils, cigars, cigarets, playing 
cards, dice, etc. A uniform license in each 
State would only be fair to motorized shows. 
If it were possible to adopt a quarterly high 
license it would be more fair to the showman 
even if the State be Texas, California or 
Ohio. Wherever he is on January let him 
pay for a full year’s highway license. Then 
when he goes into another State in the 
second quarter that State takes his affidavit 
that he is in that State on the second 
quarter and sends his affidavit back to the 
State where he had paid his licenses, that 
State remitting one-quarter of the amount he 
paid to the State he happens to be in on 
the second quarter, and the same thing 
again in the third and fourth quarters. 
In this way if a truck show remains in one 
State all the year the State he is in will 
get the full amount of his highway license, 
but should he change to different States then 
four different States will get a portion of 
his license. which is only fair to the dif- 
ferent States, and is fair to the showman, 
too; but it is unfair to a showman to have 
to pay $30 in Louisiana for the first quarter 
and then pay three-quarters of a year or 
three-quarters of $35 in Arkansas for a few 
weeks. By chance he may be in Oklahoma 
or Texas for the third quarter, or maybe in 
another State for the fourth quarter. Look 
at the highway licenses he is required to pay 
in a year. Imagine having to pay $30 or 
$35 highway licenses in a State and maybe, 
be in it six or eight weeks. The State makes 
no refunds for the unused portion of these 
licenses. If each Statc got one-quarter of 
@ year’s license out of each truck show on 
the beginning of the quarter it would be fair 
to the State and showman as well.

In fact, I 
have often marveled that we have success- 
fully existed at all. Many managers lay 
Special stress on the goldleaf on their wagon 
fronts, but fail to mention anything about 
the performances enacted behind them.” 

The writer has read your article in this 
Same issue on ‘“‘Unreasonable Taxes’. Let 
the carnival owner wake up. Are these taxes 
not charged because the midway offers noth- 
ing? Wound not the town much rather that 
they would move on than to collect even the 
large tax? I recently attended a carnival 
in our city and paid 20 cents admission to 
the midway for my son and myself. Why 
did I pay or be charged this admission? 
There were no free acts. There was not even 
a paid show on their lineup. The carnival 
carried four rides and a goodly line of con- 
cessions, which would appeal more if there 
were more genuine shows and amusements 
with it.

Mr. Reynolds does not 
blame the unions for all the present ills. and 
neither have most of the critics. But in- 
cidents are so numerous where the unrea- 
sonable attitude and demands of the stage- 
hands have been the means of cutting out 
all ‘in the flesh’’ attractions, that the unions 
must shoulder quite a heavy share of the 
blame for present conditions. 

My letter dealing with the Sutter Theater 
at Sacramento is by no means an isolated 
case even in this territory. I can name 
many others where the theater would be 
pleased to play an act or two if the locais 
would display a get-together spirit. 

The Hippodrome Theater in Oakland, for 
years a vaudeville house, is straight pictures 
now Why? Because the demand was for 
four men for four acts and only one of 
those acts was full stage. 

In San Francisco at this writing only three 
vaudeville dates are booked out of the com- 
bined offices, and these three are one-day 
stands, and once a week. This doesn’t in- 
clude the presentation houses, so it will be 
Seen that things are bad. Are the stage- 
hands to blame for this? Certainly not. 
But ask the agents how many houses would 
put in something; ask the acts who have 
tried independent booking, how many dates 
they could book if the unions would listen to 
reason. 

A few weeks ago a team and myself tried 
it. We put together a 45-minute show, re- 
quiring nothing except the bare stage. The 
managers liked it very much, but couldn't 
Play us because they would have to pay 3 
union man to switch the footlights on. 

Let me say right here that I am in favor 
of a union crew at all times, and I've played 
every circuit in this country and quite a little 
abroad, but I can not by any stretch of imag- 
ination understand a state of affairs that 
allows the union to dictate the number of 
men that shall be employed, especially when 
half that number has nothing to do. I asked 
in my previous letter if some one of the 
I. A. T. S. E. would please explain it to me 
May I repeat that request? A. A. BAKER

We most certainly agree that in many 
cases the stagehands and other unions 


have been unreasonable in their de- 
mands. We have never stated other- 
wise. It appears to us, however, that 


the favorite sport in theatrica) circles 
these days is “blaming the stagehands”, 
whereas it is our opinion that union of- 
ficials will make concessions when they 
have been approached with a reasonable 
suggestion by the managers and produc- 
ers. We think that Mr. Baker’s letters 
are most interesting and trust that some 
of the I. A. T. S. E. will take this op- 
portunity of answering him in these 
columns.—ED. 
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What’s Happening To the Screen 


OUNTLESS centuries ago, Science tells us, 
a gaseous mass, whirled in the grip of 
gravitation of the planets, cooled, slowly 
solidified, seethed in the eruptions of its 
volcanoes, and finally bore primitive life. 
On thru the aeons it sped, its life, in 

constant ferment, assuming varied forms. Came the 

paleolithic, the neolithic ages—and eventually came 
the earth as we know it today, with man the su- 
preme being 


And since then, all progress and evolution on this 
planet has been the fruit of ferment, of upheaval, 
of toil and of turmoil. 


And so it is in the motion picture industry, 
in the midst of the pangs that presage greater 
birth. 


Never in history, perhaps, has any industry so 
suddenly faced as many upheavals, capsizals of es- 
tablished principles and new problems as have been 
encountcred in the making of motion pictures in the 
last few months. In a space of time amazing in 
its brevity the screen has shifted over from silence 
to speech, and in less than a year’s time has achieved 
more progress in the new form of entertainment 
than in almost two decades of the old. 


Change Only Started 


And today the change has only started, for we 
stand on the doorstep of alterations, new conditions, 
new problems, artistic, scientific, financial and soci- 
oiogicel, that I firmly believe will change the entire 
structure of our industry. But I for one welcome 
this ferment and upheaval, for out of it, I firmly 
bilieve, will come the greatest good that can be 
bruught to any industry. Progress cannot but lead 
us forward. Its road, since the beginning of the 
world, has always been a one-way journey. 


To consider the immediate problems and chenges 
of the industry is in itself a staggering task. The 
talking picture and its changes, the requirements of 
its new markets and its new audiences, have brought 
in their wake some of the most baffling of perplexi- 
ties. As a single instance. I might cite the problem 
of the foreign actor. 

To hold our Furopean markets, we producers have 
actively gone into the making of foreign-language 
pictures. In doing so, it was necessary to bring from 
abrosd several foreign stars, notably Andre Luguet, 
the Comedie Francaise star, recently brought from 
Paris. 


And as a result, the word has been passed around 
in Europe that foreign actors may find an El Dorado 
in American movies. Obviously, others will come, 
not under contract, but on their own responsibility, 
hoping to become fixtures in a fabled land of 
wealth. I am afraid that a year or so will see 
veritable cities of foreign players within Hollywood, 
all clamoring for work—when work will not exist for 
all. I :emember the influx of extras from all parts 
of the country a few years ago, when the industry 
end the Hollywood Chamber of Commerce were forced 
1© issue warnings to aspiring movie stars not to come 
unless sent for. I fear that before long this is the 
warning we will have to send abroad to the actors 
of Europe. 


I cite this simply as one phase, and perhaps a 
minor one, of the new list of problems that the 
producer of motion pictures is to face in this new 
ferinent of progress. Perhaps it comes to my mind 
because it is the most immediate human problem 
of them all. 


Intricate Problems 


But there are far more intricate problems than 
even this one involved in the metamorphosis thru 
which we are passing; problems more intricate be- 
cause of an abstruse nature which ordinary human- 
relation problems, puzzling as they may be, do not 
possess. For the entire form of screen entertain- 
ment ts rapidly altering under the shifting of our 
conditions, our psychology and our methods. 

Take, for instance, the field of musical drama 
of the screen. Already The Rogue Song, with Law- 
rence Tibbett, has paved the way to an entirely new 
forin of entertainment, with great music, outstand- 
ing artists and vivid drama presented in a concrete 
form. This is developjng so rapidly we can hardly 
keep pace with it, under active public cemand. Grace 
Moore and John McCormack have already come to 
the screen under it; Oscar Straus, the greatest con- 
temporary compostr, and many others whose names 
lead today’s roster of art. 

Literature, in the talking drama, has at last been 
literally transferred to the screen sucessfully, as in 
the case of The Bridge of San Luis Rey, Trader Horn, 
The Saga of Billy the Kid, All Quiet on the Western 
Front and others, which, only a few months ago, 
in silent pictures, would have been impossible of 
production with any scintilla of popular appeal. 


Flexible Mode of Expression 


The development of the talking picture as a more 
flexible mode of expressing human thought developed 
with a rapidity thet was almost explosive. Scarcely. 
had the first talking pictures, made in stilted form: 
thru the limitations of the first recording machiuery,

reached the public, when Madame X was produced, 
upsetting all that had been done before. At the 
same time The Broadway Melody paved the way for 
the musical revue. From then on every producer 
tock up progressive advancement of the art of the 
talking screen with a rush 


Scientists perfected sound perspective and the 
filming of color with sound. Engineers devised the 
condenser microphone, and made sound as near to 
nature as is humanly possible. Every picture made 
disclosed new tricks of recording, new technical ad- 
vancements, and with them authors and directors 
discovered new ways of telling their stories with 
the new medium. Today it is almost impossible to 
say anything can't be done in this new art. 


World Markets 


In the midst of this problem of advancing the 
art of the talking screen came the problem of hold- 
ing our world markets. The old silent screen was 
international in sgope, but the new talking screen 
had to be iiternationalized. For even while seeking 
artistry, we must be practical, and the great markets 
in the Spanish, German, French and Italian speaking 
nations could not be lost. Money is the sinew of 
war in advancing our art. Hence came the problem 
of making our pictures in foreign languages. 

We have tried it in two ways; with established 
stars who can speak foreign languages, such as Vilma 
Banky’s recent German version of A Lady To Love 
and Buster Keaton’s Spanish version of Free and

Fasy, and on the other hand with imported players, 
as for instance Andre Luguet’s being brought here 
to play in Le Spectre Vert, or the present Hal Roach 
production, Monsieur Le Foz, with foreign actors 
mingled with some of our established players, film- 
ing the play in. five languages 

Which method will be the most successful we 
cannot tell yet. The test is still to come, in com- 
paring results in the theaters of other lands. On 
that test will depend what our future procedure in 
the field of foreign pictures will be. Frankly. I 
have no idea yet which method will endure. I wish 
I had 

The hugeness of the scope of the new talking 
drama of the screen may be best appreciated by 
noting the new brains enlisted in their problems 
among writers such playwrights as John Colton, Paul 
Dickey, Salisbury Field, Willard Mack, Charles Mac- 
Arthur, Martin Flavin, John B. Hymer, Samuel Ship- 
man; novelists such as Maxwell Anderson, Gene 
Markey, Jim Tully, William J. Locke and others; 
composers such as Oscar Straus, Herbert Stothart ani 
Martin Broones. om grand opera have come Law- 
rence Tibbett, Grace Moore, John McCormack and 
others lending golden voices to the new screen; from 
the stage have come Ruth Chatterton, Charles Bick- 
ford, Catherine Dale Owen, George F. Marion, J. C. 
and Elliott Nugent, Basil Rathbone, Roland Young 
und sO many more that space cannot be had here 
to enumerate them. When distinguished stage pro- 
ducers like Edgar Selwyn, Ziegfeld and others enter 


a new art they cannot help but bring great new 
things to it. I cannot find superlatives to describe 
what these things mean to the industry. 


Great Responsibility 


And in the face of these developments the pro- 
ducer faces a great responsibility. 

As a matter of fact, the great strength of the 
motion picture lies in the work of the producer who 
not only thinks of dollars, but who appreciates the 
responsibility that the power to create something 
of international force must necessarily bring with 
it. And in guiding a safe course thru the shoals 
of thege responsibilities he has the most delicate 
of tasks. 

I personally never had any sympathy with the 
producer who says that the public doesn't want 
art. Neither with the producer who insists that the 
public doesn’t want unhappy endings—nor even the 
producer who simply declares that the public doesn't 
know what it wants. 

These are all very small details of a great whole. 

The public wants good pictures. 

If the picture is good, the public will acclaim it 
whether it has a happy or unhappy ending; art in 
a picture is loved, if it is coherently and under- 
standingly presented to the audience, and the fact 
that the public does very distinctly know just what 
it warts is proven by its reception of good pictures 
and its definite rejection of others. 

Never in the history of films has the producer 
had such an incentive as now to make good pictures. 
And never before has he had at hand such tools 
with which to make them; the greatest creative 
brains. the fruits of the research of the greatest 
scientists and engineers, and the greatest artists in 
the world, now able, thru the talking screen, to give 
the whole of their talents to the audiences of motion 
picture theaters thruout the world. 


Pictures and Education 


And aside from the purely amusement fleld, great 
new usefulness in the matter of education is open- 
ing for the talking picture. Even the picture de- 
signed primarily to entertain is participating in 
this. More than any other agency today. the screen 
desseminates general information. Audiences can 
invade darkest Africa with Trader Horn, soar in the 
air and actually see the modus operandi of flying 
in such pictures as The Flying Fleet, rumble over the 
raile in a locomotive cab and view railroading from 
the “inside”, visit the back-stage regions of the 
theater, tour Europe and distant lands—all in pic- 
tures designed to entertain solely. 

In visual education the motion picture has 
rapidly developed new uses—I have seen films teach- 
ing electrical engineering and mechanical operations; 
I even saw a clos¢up of a surgical operation. by 2 
noted surgeon, designed for medica] college use. And 
in the talking picture the greatest educators will be 
brought to countless colleges, available at a mo- 
ment’s notice, in lectures and demonstratiens. In 
the churches the Religious Motion Picture Founda- 
tion is already actively utilizing the motion picture 
as an adjunct to the work of teaching the word 
of God. In salesmanship, industrial development 
and commerce the motion picture is finding increas 
ing use, and even in criminology, where talking 
pictures are now being adapted to idéntincation 
work. 

These show the usefulness of the motion picture 
outside the field of pure entertainment; a usefulness 
that the producer cannot but take cognizance of and 
help to encourage and foster, as one of the respon- 
sibilities of his calling 


New Economic Factors 


With these new uses and these new developments 
comme new eeonomic factors. The market for the 
motion picture is increasing by leaps and bounds, 
and so. too, it cannot be denied, is the cost of 
making them. 


The talking picture, stage producers complain, 
has rade distinct inroads on the talking stage, 
usurping much of its market. As to this, I am 
inclined to think that, had the stage kept pace with 
the progress of the screen, another tale might be 
wold. I do not think, as some pessimists do, that 
the talking picture will drive the stage out of busi- 
ness. There is room for both But I do think that 
the stage must face a period of not only develop- 
ment, but in some cases house cleaning, to continue 
to hold its own. 

The public wants good, clean amusement, and 
at as low a cost as possible. There are many things 
the screen can give it that the stage can not, and, 
in some cases, perhaps, things that the stage can 
give it that the screen can not. 

It ts not the aim of the screen to drive out the 
stage. There is room for both and a definite use- 


fulness for both. 
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EN who are interested in the fascinating 
work of fair promotion in this great 
country sometimes wonder why so many 
fairs are being discontinued or are going 

* backward financially, while a comparative 

qfew are building up into worth-while 

promotions. A study of conditions, if undertaken 
fairly ami impersonally, will furnish a multitude 
or reaso and should direct the management of 
many fai¥ organizations into the right path to suc- 
cess. In too many instances the local fair manage- 
ment forgets that the business of promoting a fair 
is just like the promotion of any other line of 
business. It takes time, hard work and sound judg- 
ment, in ‘addition to fair dealing with the public, 

Many men secure places on their local fair board 
and go thru the motions of electing a set of officers 
and naming the date, and then retire into their own 
personal interests, expecting the fair to promote itself 
just because their names happ n to be printed in 
the local papers as being a sponsor for the enter- 
prise. In too many instances the whole matter is 
forgotten until the date of the fair is about to dawn, 
and then there is no time left to work out and 
incorporate the hundreds of little details into one 
great unit composing a real fair. 


Keen Business Men 


To promote a fair which will be a credit to its 
promoters and an asset to the civic life of its com- 
munity a year is none too long. Its management 
must be keen business men as well as good showmen, 
and it must read and study and investigate the 
hundreds of new ideas which are constantly coming 
up relative to fair promoticn and improvement, and 
then be willing to work long and patiently to de- 
velop the fair of their planning. It is essential 
that the many units of a successful fair be s0 
wisely selected and assembled that the result will 
be pleasing to the great public whose admission fees 
are necessary to pay the bills and create a profit on 
the venture 

Too many managements will assemble a fair 
which is’ pleasing to themselves regardless of the 
mind of the great fair-going public whose approval 
is so necessary. Then, to be successful, a fair should 
be of real and lasting benefit to its community in 
an educational way. It will not do to depend en- 
tirely on the drawing power of racing, carnival jazz 
and free attractions because there is no basic educa- 
tional benefit to the people of any community in 
any of these units. It is true that a fair should 
supply good, honest racing and good, clean carnival 
and other’ attractions, as well as plenty of good 
music to’divert the mind from the sordid cares of 
everyday life, but boys and girls’ club work, agricul- 
tural, horticultural and animal husbandry displays 
should be stressed and maintained on the highest 
plane possible. The age when a fair may be pro- 
moted and maintained year after year solely for the 
financial profit of its promoters has gone and will 
never return. The fair which gives its public full 
worth-while value for the money spent to see it 
will continue to grow and prosper as it should, and 
in consequence of this very growth will become more 
profitable in a financial way to its Management. 
As a matter of fact there has never been a time in 
the history of fairs when the Opportunities were 
more favorable for properly conducted fairs than 
row, but these enterprises Must mean something 

nore to a community than a source of private gain 
for a few men who give as little as possible and take 
as much or more than their promotion will Stand. 


A Community Asset 


A properly conducted fair is one of the greatest 
assets to any community that can be promoted. It 
brings people together in an atmosphere of friend- 
liness and human fellowship as no Other gathering 
can de There is the spirit of friendly rivalry and co- 
operation always in evidence. All this tends to 
develop a community spirit which will be of lasting 
pleasure and benefit to all. No man can rub elbows 
with his neighbors on a fairground and hold enmity 
very long. Then there is the great, big, overshadow- 
ing feature of parental, family and neighborhood 
pride in the competitive work of the boys and girls 
and the severa) adult farm clubs and organizations. 
And in connection with all this there is the great 
value which comes from the advertising that a good 
fair will bring to its home town and county. 

The writer has been in the fair game for more 
than 40 years, and during that time has witnessed 
“many fairs begin a promising career, and then 
begin to go backward, finally quitting the field. In 
many of these instances it has been noted 
that the promoters were careless in their promotion, 
and when success failed to come grew pessimistic 
and said that people were tired of that form of 
amusement. The truth was that in most cases the 


fair had not been planned and conducted in & man- 
ner which would séll the idea to the public. In 
other words there had been too much taking things 
for granted on the part of those who were responsible 
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The Essentials of a Successful Fair

for the management of the fair. There is a well- 
known axiom that no business ever grows bigger than 
the man at the head. This is just as true in the 
conduct of a fair as it is in the banking business or 
any other business. Therefore it goes without argu- 
ment that a fair will succeed or fail according to the 
amount of hard work and intelligence given to its 
promotion. 

The idea of the writer is that in the first place a 
properly conducted fair is of untold value to any 
community, and that any fair if properly and intel- 
ligently planned and carried out will sell itself to 
the people in any community. But to do this the 
fair must be of sufficient value and interest to those 
who are expected to support it that its worth- 
whileness shall be apparent. A fair should be s0 
conducted that it will stand on its own financial 
feet, and if the profits shall be used to pay dividends 
to its prcmoters in too large measure it will soon die 
from a lack of financial vitality. And no fair has 
any license or excuse to continue unless it is so 
operated that it becomes a real asset to its com- 
munity and a credit to itself. 


Confidence of Public 


To promote a fair which will grow and become 
strong and vigorous there are several basic rules 
which must be followed, the principal one of which 
is that the confidence of its public must be developed 
by fair and honest treatment. This may be accom- 
plished by giving the people full value for their 
money in everything and by protecting patrons from 
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the pernicious graft that is too often found on a 
fairground. There is no reason why concession 
people who become partners of a fair management 
should not conduct their business fairly and 
decently. Any fairground crowd will react more 
favorably to the “square shooter” with a merchandise 
wheel than it will to the hungry operator who will 
try to “double” or otherwise try to get all the money 
during the first hour. And a fairly treated public 
will spend more money with the “square shooter” 
than it will with the fellow who tries to make a 


‘killing on the first Man who appears interested in 


his proposition. Another good rule to follow ts to 
secure high-class free attractions from responsible 
agencies and never advertise anything which you 
cannot deliver. 


Nothing breaks down confidence in a fair so 
quickly and surely as misleading or exaggerated 
statements in order to entice the public within the 
gates where he will be disappointed. Be honest with 
your patrons. Buy the best in the entertainment 
line. Give the largest program your budget will 
afford, but never advertise a feature you cannot show. 


Another necessary thing is to know your public. 
Study its reactions during your fair and let the 
result of this study govern your future actions. An- 
other item of much consequence is the proper pro- 
graming of the many features of the fair, and 
seeing that every event begins and ends promptly 
as programed. Disappointments or postponements 
or delays will do as much to break down the con- 
fidence and morale of your patrons as any other one 
thing. Then sell to your public the idea that the 
fair is a worthy enterprise and entitled to its sup- 
port in every way. 


Educational Exhibits 


Educational exhibits should be built up and 
special attention given to club work in all depart- 
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ments. The public will be appreciative of this 
development and show it by increased attendance. 
The suspicion that a fair is operated as a financial 
developer of private bank accounts will soon kill the 
best fair that was ever Organized. 


Horse racing is always a good card at any fair, 
but the public must be convinced that the racing 
will be on the square or the loss of prestige will be 
greater than will be good for the fair. Horsemen 
should be made to understand that the fair and its 
successful perpetuation mean their bread and but- 
ter, and it will be up to them to assist in building 
up public confidence in their part of the program so 
that fairs may continue to grow in number and 
influence. It has been truly said by a great showman 
that you can fool some of the people some of the 
time, but you cannot fool all the people ali the time 
—or words to that effect, and a successful fair can- 
not be built up by fooling any one at any time. 


Then it must be remembered that the gentler 
sex is an influence that may make or mar any 
undertaking, so it will be well to pay a lot of atten- 
tion to the women’s department of the fair and 
build it up so that the women may have a large 
interest in the success of the fair. More fairs have 
been seriously crippled by adverse criticism of the 
women than by any other one thing. Woman and 
her interests should be made a strong and prominent 
feature of the fair, and the results will help to spell 
success. 


Sanitary Conveniences 


One of the most important features of any faly, 
and a matter which it is criminal to overlook on any 
fairground, is the matter of decent sanitary con- 
veniences and a plentiful supply of clean, pure and 
cool drinking water, all of which shall be easily 
accessible to all and located so that they may be 
seen. Rest rooms for women and children, main- 
tained in a healthful and clean condition, is one of 
the most valuable assets to any fair that can be con. 
ceived and created. Too many fairs lose sight of 
these features entirely or to so great an extent that 
it becomes a source of“unfavorable criticism. Fair 
managements should make all arrangements to pro- 
tect the health, happiness and comfort of their 
guests, and no greater aid to the development of 4 
fair can be given than a careful attention to the 
details incident to sanitation and drinking water. 


The matter of refreshments also comes under the 


head of comfort to patron. Arrangements should be 
made with local churches or other organizations to 
furnish good, clean, home-cooked food on the 
grounds during the progress of the fair. This food 
should be sold at a reasonable price and if neces- 
sary the fair management should make a price 
inducement to such organizations to take care of 
this necessary feature. A family group may be willing 
to eat a “hot dog” lunch once in a while as a novelty, 
but a clean, confidence-inspiring meal, prepared by 
“home people”, with a glass of milk for the children 
and a cup of tea for mother, will do more.to please 
the great mass of people than all the “grease joints” 
ever placed on a midway. 


Local Co-Operation 


Another feature which can make or break a fair 
is the matter of judges for the several departments. 
A judge who lives in the local community may be 
capable and fair, but the loser in the competition 
will never believe that the Judgment was fair and 
unbiased. It is always good business to secure 
judges from some agricultural college or at least from 
some other community. 


Another splendid idea is to gain the co-operation 
of local bodies, like luncheon clubs and the Chamber 
of Commerce, and give them some part of the de- 
velopment or booting game to perform. This will 
not cost anything, and if properly directed these 
bodies may and should be productive of much 
good. At least they will help to boost the big show 
as a civic duty and such action will inspire con- 
fidence in the people. 


Theré is a place in every community for a prop- 
erly conducted fair, and there is no valid reason for a 
fair to die except from the results of carelessness or 
selfishness or a combination of both somewhere 
along the line. Fair managements will do well to 
attend all fair men’s conventions possible, visit other 
fairs and observe the things you will want to try out 
in your fair, and above all conduct your local promo- 
tion with as Much care and attention as your own 
private business is conducted. When this is done 
your fair will live and prosper and become a source 
of pride and of profit to its promoters and to its 
community. Remember nothing succeeds like suc- 
cess, and you cannot expect to take out from any 
business things which are not first placed in them. 
The success of any fair ts entirely dependent on its 
management. :

He then joined the Sun 
Bros., and when that show was taken 
off the road was manager for several 
seasons of the Elmer Jones Alabama 
Minstrels. He came to the Christy 
Shows when it was enlarged from three 
cers and had been the right-hand man 
for Mrs. Christy thru all these years, 
also acting as auditor, timekeeper, pay- 
ing the transportation and in charge of 
the tickets on the front door. He was 
a conscientious and courteous official 
and was heart and soul for the show. 
He was taken sick at O'Neill and for 
several days remained in his stateroom 
suffering, it was supposed, from

These effects and combinations 
blend perfectly with the designs and 
decorations, producing a strangely artis- 
tic panorama of color.

Looking Back

Director American Museum of 
Public Recreation 


In Acrobats and Mountebanks, trans- 
slated from the French, 1890, and now 
n the library of the American Museum 
of Public Recreation, Coney Island, we 
read: 

“The first time you make a dog stand 
on its hind legs you have to contend 
with indolence which makes the animal 
wish to revert to its usual position. 
Practice the lesson every day and each 
time reward the pupil with a lump of 
sugar. An association of ideas will soon 
be formed in the dog’s mind: the dis- 
agreeable sensation of walking on its 
hind legs will be inseparably linked in 
its memory with the pleasure of crunch- 
ing sugar. And here, in its simplicity, 
lies the whole secret of training animals. 
Patience and regularity from the man, 
habit and greediness in the animal. 
There is no other talisman. 

“An unlucky mongrel, born in a gut- 
ter, caused all Paris to throng to the 
Folies Bergere last year. Among his 
compeers he had created the role of the 
clown Agusti. This clever dog-clown 
would reach the springing board at a 
gallop, then stop short before the bar, 
pass under the chairs when the hoop 
was held out to him, feign a sound and 
sonorous sleep when he was told to per- 
form. But all this was only shamming 
intended to evoke laughter from the 
audience. 

“Suddenly the Merry-Andrew would 
free himself from his collar, bound upon 
the board, and cleave the air with such 
a wonderful spring that the greyhounds 
refused to follow him, and it was neces- 
sary to catch him on a mattress to pre- 
vent him from breaking his paws. Some 
months later he broke his back in Lon- 
don in a still more dangerous perform- 
ance. The best doctors were sent for, 
but Nothing could be done; he died 
after a struggle of sobs and howls. I 
met his master some months afterwards. 
He still wept when he mentioned the 
poor clown which he had cherished with 
human friendship.”

NASHVILLE, Tenn., May 31.—Pleasure 
parks all over Tennessee had their open- 
ing last Saturday. At Memphis the big 
park at the fairgrounds drew a large at- 
tendance and the day went down as a 
winner. In this park almost every kind 
of riding device ‘has been installed, in 
addition to other amusements. These 
include Merry-Go-Round, Roller Coaster, 
Old Mill, Cycle Swings, Noah's Ark, swim- 
ming pool, funhouses, Miniature Rail- 
ways, dance halls, Kiddy Trains, etc. 
Memphis has one of the best-equipped 
amusement parks in the country, and 
everything is clean and up-to-date. The 
city of Memphis owns the fairground in 
which the devices have been built, and 
the citizenship and the park board take 
pride in the park. Flower beds are in 
abundance, with walks all over the 
grounds. Rest rooms are plentiful and 
sanitary drinking fountains dot the 
place. The park also is the home of the 
Memphis Tri-State Fair. 

Chattanooga also has its amusement 
park on the fairgrounds, and Secretary 
H. R. Lacey has equipped it with all 
manner of rides, funhouses, swimming 
pool, etc. A great crowd was on hand for 
the opening. 

Knoxville too uses the fairgrounds for 
a park. The city has taken over the 
fairgrounds and will equip it with rides, 
ete. The park board will beautify the 
rounds, and the same will be used for 
holding the big fair in September, as has 
been done in the past. 

Cumberland Park, at Nashville, owned 
by Miller & Rose, opened with a large 
crowd. Everything was painted, and all 
rides and buildings are in first-class 
shape. In this park is located Cascade 
Plunge, a swimming pool, costing more 
than $100,000, and with every known 
equipment. The water in run thru a 
system of filters, and has two centrifugal 
pumps that constantly put fresh water 
in the pool. The pool, which is 80x200, 
and was built by O. F, Whittle, who also 
built Whittle Springs at Knoxville. Other 
features include Old Mill, Whip, Santa 
Claus’ Ride, skating rinks, dance halls, 
Cycle Swings, Merry-Go-Rounds and 
Funhouses. H. F. Hensel is manager. 

Nashville has many wonderful parks. 
Luke Lea, owner of the local morning 
paper, donated 2,287 acres, and the same 
is known as Warner Park. The land has 
been turned over to the city, and being 
located right on the edge of Nashville, is 
being developed as a show place. Wild 
pheasants and other birds will be col- 
lected for exhibit. Drives are being built 
by the county thru the park. Nashville 
has extended her street car line to War-

as were ever built in Rome. 

The next park of importance is Cen- 
tennial Puirk, owned by the city. This 
park contains about 150 acres, within 
the. city limits. The one thing that 
makes this park unlike any other in the 
country is that it contains an exact 
duplicate of the original Parthenon of 
ancient Athens. Pericles did not have 
one thing on the builders of this mag- 
nificent tructure, the only difference 
being the one built by Pericles was of 
marble, and this one is of brick and con- 
crete. 

Shelby Park, with its 360 acres, is 
wonderful for natural scenery. It front 
on Cumberland River for several miles, 
and reminds one of Belle Isle at Detroit, 
with its beautiful drives, playgrounds, 
golf links and baseball diamonds. 

Another great park is Glendale, con- 
taining more than 500 acres. It has a 
zoo. This park is owned and operated 
by the Nashville Street Railway, and 
has a wonderful collection of wild ani- 
mals, pheasants and birds. It is open to 
the public at all times. 

There are 23 parks in Nashville, con- 
taining about 3,000 acres, and the entire 
park property represent an investment 
of more than $3,000,000

For instance: after the manager sets his 
show up on the lot that he has con- 
tracted for, tf anyone tn the immediate 
neighborhood voices an objection to the 
said show it is necessary for the show 
to lay “dead” for five days before the 
License Bureau, will arrange for a hear- 
ing. In the meantime the manager must 
pay all salaries of his staff and bear 
other ifcidental expenses. On the 
license situation all concessions are 


classed as common shows, except shoot- 
ing galleries, which have a separate 
Classification. The shooting gallery 
license is $5 per year and is transferable. 
The common show license is $50 per year 
and is nontransferable. All licenses 
expire on March 15. Whenever the show 
plays a new location the showman is 
required to take out his various common 
show lcenses, and what this does to his 
b. f. does not require the services of an 
auditor to compute.

He is of the 
opinion that if the fair has anything 
like an even break in 1930, it will be 
able to clear up all of its past indebted- 
ness.

ITHOUT amusements no fair, whether it be large or small, could 

succeed any more than one could expect a public school to 

succeed in graduating healthy, educated boys and girls without 
providing them with the necessary recreational features. Most secre- 
taries and managers, we believe, are agreed on that point; at least 
the successful ones arc. But amusements at the fair of today must be 
of the topnotch kind, keeping right in line with the advancement of 
those in other fields of endeavor, or they won't click. 


Time was when anything of an amusement: nature, good or bad, 
would go. Today, more so than ever before, people shop for their 
amusements, and the wide-awake and successful fair manager realizing 
this, has made, or is making, preparations accordingly. He knows that he 
must “keep in step” wuadth the changing times by providing the best 
entertainment obtainable or his fair will eventually, if not immediately, 
disappear from the picture. 


As J. W. Russwurm, secretary of the Tennessee State Fair, Nashville, 
puts it: “We live in an age of amusement. Especially do we live in an 
age of music. There is music in the air. Step into a boot-blacking estab- 
lishment and the Greek boys have canned music while you have your 
shoes shined. Go to the restaurant to eat and you find the way to your 
mouth by music. Go home efter a hard day’s grind and it’s music. 
Tune in, and there you are—orcrestra, vocal, and all of the best. Instead 
of singing yourself hoarse trying to get the baby to sleep all one has to 
do is turn on the juice and the baby has gone into the Land of Nod. 
So it is with the fairs.” 


“Keeping in step” is just as important as “keeping in touch”. One 
can’t without the other. 


Of course all secretaries are “sold” on their fairs or they wouldn't 
continue in the fair business. However, some are “sold” better than 
others, and that’s where our friend, J. A. (all know him as Jim) Terry, 
at La Porte, Ind., comes in.

NOTE—The apinions stated in this column are those of the writer 
and need not reflect the nolicies of The Billboard, which are expressed 


HERE are two prime requisites to the success of a carnival mid- 


way. 


They might be termed “commercial” and “interest” (or, 


“business” and “entertainment”), the former affecting the show- 


man, the latter the public. 


They are co-operative, each hinging upon 
the other—toward successful carnivaling. 


Without sufficient “busi- 


ness” the showman (company) cannot continue to function, and with- 
out interesting entertaiment the public fails to provide the cash re- 


ceipts. 


The full weight of responsibility rests on the show manage- 


ment—which must consistently, teamingly promote both factors—its 
attention not almost wholly to either “business” or “entertainment” 
—the overdoing of either fosters failure. 


Nearly the same, however, appertains to any profession catering di- 
rectly to the masses—the restaurant owner must provide tasty victuals at 


consistent prices if his business prospers. 


There is some difference. Ina 


sense, the carnival is in an exclusive sphere, even as compared with other 


branches of show business. 


Its midway is a rendezvous, 


a meeting 


place, for merrymakers, and it is up to the show management to promote 


and encourage that merriment (that portion of the “entertainment’’). 
governs to a great degree the amount of midway attendance. 


It 
The enter- 


tainment value of the various attractions governs the amount of “business”. 


The atmospheric spirit of a carnival is GAYETY—the term “carnival” 


suggests this—a “fete’’, “care-destroying merriment”. 


The natural human 


characteristic for masses of people to assemble where there is merriment 


has prevailed thruout the ages. 


It is the sum-total answer to this ques- 


tion—which has been asked: “Why is it a fact that carnivals have con- 
tinued to entertain millions of people yearly, and greatly multiplied in 
number, in the face of high-powered ‘other business’ opposition; with 
representative carnival owners corspicuously doing nothing (materially) 
to counteract the unjust propaganda that has been hailed against them?” 


Truly, “a place of GAYETY” made carnival midways (streets or lots) 
popular from their beginning, and this is still their supporting founda- 
tion. Right now there needs be some stimulating of FESTIVITY to in- 


tensify interest. 


Where it is conspicuously manifest, the masses will as- 
semble—regardless of even the most “low down” of opposition.

Progressive 


Make a very attractive ap- 
pearance at Kansas City—

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., May 30.—A person 
paying his first visit to Dodson’s World's 
Fair Shows would be agreeably surprised 
by the vastness of the midway, the 
beauty of the fronts, the condition of 
the train, wagons and other equipment. 
That was the experience of the writer, 
the Kansas City representative of The 
Billboard, on Wednesday of last week, 
— the show's engagement in this 
city. 

One enters the midway thru an invit- 
ing canopy entrance, 30 feet in width, 
with two entrances circling an exhibit 
space in which is exhibited the gate 
prize for the week, usually an automo- 
bile, but last week a radio. At the head 
of the midway stands the twin Ferris 
Wheels with a band organ between, il- 
luminated in modernistic fashion and 
displaying 560 lights. 

Several features attracted particular 
attention. One of these was the mam- 
moth 160-foot top of the Wild West 
Show, covering an attraction employing 
40 people and carrying 25 head of stock. 
Another was the girl revue, “Burlesk”, 
the front of which consists of two wag- 
ons, paneled and abounding in gold- 
leafed scrolls and numerous lights, with 
elaborate settings on the inside. The 
entertainment offered on the inside was 
of high caliber. Still another was the 
Minstrel Show, carrying 32 people, 18 of 
these playing in the orchestra. 

Scout Younger’s “Law and Outlaw” 
was neatly arranged on the inside in 
aisles surrounded by curtains. For en- 
tertainment between lectures the attrac- 
tion has a small radio broadcasting sta- 
tion, and when broadcasting furnishes 
the clients and midway with news and 
sport events and music. The entire front 
of the tent is open, giving a full view 
of the interior from the midway. 

The Circus Side Show has several out- 
standing features, among them being the 
midgets, large snake and the magic act.

Join at 
once.” “Sixty-five dollars, load car on 
receipt of same. Join at once,” March 
22, and “Will load baggage car to- 
night. Leave some time tomorrow,” 
March 24, all signed “Dr. J. E. Leone”, 
and a Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany receipt, to J. J. Page, for $60, 
favor of Dr. J. E. Leone, all were 
mailed to The Billboard by the J. J. 
Page Shows. 

A similiar letter, signed as above, 
stated, and probably the same writer, 
addressed to T. O. Moss, Rice Bros.’

Music Subject Up Again, 
Also Short-Mile Tracks 


The subject of music is again brought 
up by E. M. Mooar, manager of the rink 
at Forest Park, Hanover, Pa. “I’m afraid 
my friend, Frank Vernon,” writes Mooar, 
“got the wrong angle of my article of 
recent date. Part of my reply to his 
article was cut out by the editor for 
reasons of his own, I suppose. The part 
eliminated stated that with the excep- 
tion of one organ company I knew of 
none that would cut music of your own 
choice and this I still claim is true. 
While. as Vernon states, no doubt the 
cost of a master roll is considerable, it 
does not follow that they must pick out 
ine worst pieces obtainable for skating. 
I am using here in our rink as good an 
organ as is obtainable; also, by the way, 
the same make used by Vernon. Un- 
fortunately it is a small style and one, 
I understand, they are discontinuing, 
therefore the makers have no music for 
it but a lot of old poor pieces. I have 
six or eight rolls of 10 pieces to a roll, 
but out of them all I dare say there 
are but two or three pieces that could 
be called good skating numbers. For 
their larger organs they will cut and 
have cut some very fine rolls for 
patrons. Now my company is not in a 
position to invest in a larger style, and 
also it is not necessary for a rink the 
size of this one, so I am up against it 
for good music. Vernon also stretched 
the point when he stated that a good 
recording machine runs into consider- 
able money. I have seen and heard sev- 
eral priced from $350 up and very good 
ones too. I do not think the record 
machines should be condemned with- 
out first trying to get the right volume 
from them. A great many failures on 
this score are due to the fact that the 
installers have not used the proper 
hookup. I have recently had a case 
put to me and have given the party a 
supposed solution of his trouble, also 
advising him in case this did not work 
out where he could get more advice on 
the subject at a very low cost, and re- 
quested that they advise me if they get 
their machine lined up right. In case 
the party referred to gets satisfactory 
results I will give the solution in The 
Rillboard. Good music is a great asset 
to any rink and this part of the busi- 
ness should be watched carefully. The 
exchange idea Vernon offered is a good 
one, but on the other hand, how many 
organ owners take good care of their 
rolls, and would it be to an advantage 
to exchange a perfectly good roll for 
one that is damaged? I do not think 
so. In closing this I wish to thank 
Frank for his bouquet about my ability, 
which was fully appreciated.

to how records were made, I want to 
add my bit to that part of the game. 
It must have been a terrible blow to 
all the record smashers, and, altho 
Davidson sidestepped the ice game part 
of it, would like to ask him if it is not 
also a fact that some of the big ice 
arenas practice the short-lap stunt in 
order to get records. Methinks I heard 
a little argument in Philadelphia last 
winter on that subject. Understand I 
am not trying to cover the faults of the 
roller rinks. I have known of this prac- 
tice for several years and do not believe 
it should be done. We have simple rules 
for track measurements and in, cases 
where championship or any other con- 
test, either amateur or professional, is 
concerned, would it not be more to 
the credit of the game to have said 
tracks accurately measured and bona- 
fide records made? Does not such prac- 
tice cheapen the sport? There is no 
greater sport than roller skating, but 
unfortunately the tendency by some has 
been to cheapen rather than uplift it 
in the eyes of the public. I for one am 
glad Davidson brought the matter up. 
His record in several branches of sport 
is one to be envied. I think Davidson 
will agree with me that the Cincinnati 
Music Hall track, upon which he won 
The Billbocrd cup, was accurately meas- 
ured. I have the word of Nall, who 
was then manager, that he had it sur- 
veyed. As former manager of the 
(South Hall) Music Hall Rink I will 
state also that it was officially meas- 
ured and was 10% laps to the mile 
almost to an inch. Perhaps Davidson 
will give The Bilboard readers a little 
insight into the method of scoring in 
several recent long-distance contests. 
Let's get itt out of the system as, per- 
haps, it may help to put our contests 
on a higher plane.

Only joints and rides can work in the 
city limits. The license on shows is 
very high. Everything here is taxed, 
even radios. Living conditions are 
cheap. You can get a good meal for 35 
cents. There are a few home guards 
here, weak workers. The towns are 
closed as a rule, but the markets can 
be worked. There are two to three 
market days each week The charge is 
from 75 cents to $5 a day. Some of the 
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markets are very good. The Toronto 
markets are good on Saturday, 9 to 2 
o'clock, 75 cents a day. They're noisy. 
Hamilton market, $5 a day, is quiet and 
very good, 2 to 10 o’clock at night. 
Medicine shows all work, but you must 
get all your goods here, as the duty 
charged would kill you. If you come in 
a car, come as a tourist, but don’t work 
out of your own car. Hire one here or 
work from a box or platform. Parking 
places are all good, also private prop- 
erty or spaces in front of billboards. No 
reader required, but your med. has to 
go before the board of health. No 
trouble, however, in passing. Jam men 
can work without trouble and there is 
no hullabaloo about them as there is 
in the United States. Plenty of job- 
bers and printers here and you can get 
all your goods here. When working do 
not try to tell the Canadians how great 
the United States is. They sort of like 
Canada. This is a good sober country 
and not a country full of drunks as our 
dear American hypocrites would have us 
believe. The big event here will be the 
Shriners’ Convention, June 6 to 13, at 
the Exposition Grounds. Half a million 
people coming and the plan looks great. 
Space is $20 a foot. It is bound to be 
good. Doc Duncan, and Essie Fay, best 
regards. Get in touch; also regards to 
Tishi Bhutia.”

There are two to three 
market days each week The charge is 
from 75 cents to $85 a day. Some of the

A trip to this house takes you back 
to the vaudeville of 20 years ago. Not 
that the lesser houses are any better 
off in stage material today, but com- 
paratively few have to resort to candy 
butchery and the assignment of the 
manager and his two assistants to 
bouncing roles. This neighborhood was 
not so forte even when the Star was 
shining new. Neighborhoods like this 
are death to. stage attractions. A 
duplication. of this state of affairs is 
found in the upper reaches of Harlem, 
where RKO has a tough job with its 
Regent and Loew has lost much of the 
old patronage at its Victoria. Film is 
Under a Teras Moon, a pushover for 
this mob. Princess Yvonne, playing her 
Fox showing here, doesn’t get a break 
in lights, altho headlining. 

Fantastic Revue, brand-new flash 
probably working under a makeshift 
billing, uses a sextet of specialty people. 
Weakly routined and not overburdened 
with talent. The lead is taken by a 
youth who does well by his catgut. An- 
other one of those flashes without de- 
sign and unmarked by anything strong 
enough to recommend it as a possibility 
for decent dates. Yet one can't tell 
what will happen to it after lots of 
fixing. A good hand here.

Fairgrounds Swimming 
Pool To Be Ready Soon 


CHARLESTON, W. Va., May 31.—T. Y. 
McGovran, executive director of the 
Kanawha Exposition, announces that the 
swimming pool, which is being completed 
by the fair association in co-operation 
with the Kanawha County Four-H clubs 
at the fairgrounds, just below Dunbar, 
will be ready for use by the public on 
or before June 15. 

The pool was started two years ago 
in connection with the annual Four-H 
camp, and used that year with only a 
mud bottom. Last year the entire pool 
was concreted and used for a few weeks. 
At a recent meeting of the fair board it 
was decided to make the pool available 
to the public thruout the summer, and 
work was immediately started with that 
in view. 

The pool is one of the largest and most 
attractive in the State, being formed by 
the erection of a dam at the end of a 
ravine, and using the natural basin thus 
formed for the pool At its greatest 
length it stretches for a distance of 275 
feet up the ravine, and has a width of 
75 feet at its widest point.

Time—Fifteen 
minutes. 


This trio is a pushover for all avail- 
able time—or should it be said that all 
available time is a pushover for them? 
They are two males and a fem.—all 
young and fresh, with a manner of de- 


livery that wins over an audience im- 
mediately. Their hoofing is above par, 
but even with ability set aside, their 


personality would push them across. 
Act is still slightly umsteady, but a 
little more work will take off the jagged 


edges. A good part of their extraneous 
gabbing and inane parodies could be 
dropped. If they must sing, they should 


at least get good material. As their 
vocal bits stand now, they are doing 
them more harm than good. Their mu- 
sic could be improved also to a great 
extent.

There was the germ of a good idea in 
the mind of the producer of this act, 
but it wasn’t virile enough to hang on 
until an excellent product emanated. 
The germ shows itself only after the 
act is half way gone, and even then its 
strength is on the wane. 

Paul Davin comes out, “in one”, for 
a nit-wit speech on_ physical culture, 
meant for a gag, but missing fire. He 
introduces the five damsels in the act 
as athletic champs of different States, 
also a gag. Four of the fems, comprise 
a band, while the fifth is a hoofer. She 


is the outstanding member of the act 
and certainly deserves a better spot. 
Davin sings pop. melodies, but his voice 


is hardly anything to rave about. When 
“in full” the set has a gymnasium 
aspect (but one would never know it 
from the dress of the performers), Davin 
working in regular street wear. 

Musically the act is good. . The girls 
play harmonicas, saxes, cornets and ac 
cordions with good results. The hoofer 
comes out for two tap routines and 
both go over. She’s a looker. Set en- 
tirely in the gym locale, with the 
physical-culture speech cut entirely or 
revised to sound intelligent enough to 
fit into an exploitation ticup, this act 
would go.

Herman Berrens, who has been doing 
two-acts for years and was paired re- 
cently with Helen Roland, is now head- 
ing a three-people affair.

This fellow looks to 
have the goods. He gets laughs fre- 
quently and seems to have a good pair 
of pipes, tho they are little used.

Solly Turek, who put on this story 
flash, with gab and song-talk sequences 
written by Neville Fleeson, made sure 
that it would click; if not one way, 
surely another. It has plenty of color, 
tho not always judiciously applied; a 
certain degree of speed. and talent that 
overshadows all the other factors. The 
satellite of this miniature revue display 
is Ruth Mayon, a comely miss who 
handles lines well and also sings and 
dances. In the lesser contingent are 
Gayle Mays, who doubles between the 
ivories and as a stepping tenor; Freed 
and Scott, a very capable hoofing team, 
and Emily Verdi and Marjorie Johnson, 
sing-dance misses, who have looks and 
plenty of ability. 

The girlies give the flash a sendoff 
with a rhymed spiel about the modern 
Cinderella, this in “one”. The feather- 
weight plot opens with Miss Mayon 
warbling a la Morgan while the pianist 
feeds her in the interpolated gab. She's 
a Cinderella terribly neglected while the 
other girlies step out and make plenty 
whoopee. For some reason, certainly 
unexplained in the Fleesonized plot, 
there eventuates a cycle of specialties, 
with all doing their bit toward keeping 
up the flash idea. The girls make more 
changes than that. We stopped count- 
ing after the sixth. 

When al] the singing and dancing 
business is Over one is reminded that a 
story is being enacted. We find the 
Cinderella back in her cyclorama apart- 
ment, having awakened from the dream 
that was responsible for all the special- 
ties. If only flash acts could be pro- 
duced in just that way. It might have 
been a dream, but the lonely little gal 
gets her man in the end. And they 
celebrate by putting over a neat finale.

As a couple of sailors, Johnnie Mills 
and Tim Shea offer a corking session of 
acrobatics thickly sprinkled with com- 
edy and dancing. Their hand-to-hand 
and floor work stands out so brilliantly 
that one feels they would like to see 
much more than is given. The boys 
should respond with more, and that 
could be done by boiling down and cut- 
ting some of the clowning. Really too 
much, tho some of it is amusing. 
Snatches of straight acrobatics would 
be most welcome. They dance, too. All 
of their stunting got heavy applause, 
while the other stuff earned ripples.

With Harry (Shuffle) Le Van and an 
unbilled blonde in their new offering, 
Bertrand and Ralston have a sure-fire 
smash. The couple, who effervesced in 
their old vehicle with droll entertain- 
ment and comedy business, were a near 
show-stop when lamped at this house 
They put over their original and clever 
fare with a wallop. Le Van, the pudgy 
little comic, and Bertrand grind out 
Some speedy cross-fire. They kept the 
crowd howling with laughs. Miss Ral- 
ston sings well and proves an able foil 
for the comedians. Their comedy in the 
Niagara Falls depot scene, where they 
meet the two fems., sent there by their 
agent, is a wow.

There are several singles around who 
do blackboard mental] acts similar to 
Craig's, but not enough of them to di- 
vert from their novelty. One good fea- 
ture of these turns is that they keep 
spectators interested thruout as well as 
puzzled and astounded at the mental! 
wizardry of the worker. Craig looks 
more like a straight man than a menta! 
wiz. He is a tall and good-looking chap 
wearing natty clothes. There is a con 
sistent flow of chatter from him, which 
shows him up as a good spieler. Maybe 
it was showmanship or an error, but in 
totaling up a row of figures he slipped 
up in adding two numbers. A member 
of the audience corrected him pronto 
If this bit doesn’t belong, it might be 
a good idea to keep it in. 

Uses a flock of neatly arranged black- 
boards, on which he writes upside-down 
and backwards numerous figures and 
phrases. The early portion of the act 
is Just the preliminary and build-up for 
the sock finish. In this bit he carries 
about four things on his mind at on:

The company is split up in teams, 
with the exception of Alice Butler, who 
does a fair Gypsy dance solo.

Art Frank had a corking two-act with 
Harriet Towne, one that would still 
command attention of bookérs for long 
routing. Returning to vaude. after a 
long stretch in picture houses, Frank 
displays poor judgment in choosing to 
drop his standard product for something 
that will give him lots of worry and 
trouble, but hardly qny more of a net 
in salary. In seeking to extend the in- 
fluence of his old fogy character over an 
act carrying 11 people, Frank (being 
credited as writer and stager) had @ 
corking idea. But ideas do not make an 
act or anything else. Execution is what 
counts in the long run. In this respect 
Frank fell down here decisively. 

Instead of bolstering up his Chic Sale 
type of character and working for con- 
trast in other situations Frank went out 
and gathered unto himself a six-man 
band and dressed them all up in chin 
whiskers. he proof of his error was 
given by the lack of a single laugh when 
the hoary musicians were revealed here. 
A falling down in this angle means a flop 
for sure. The boys are musicians and 
naught else, therefore they cannot give 


their characters the wherewithal of 
comedy, i. e., talk or mannerisms. Using 
a chin-whiskered tribe, besides, takes 


away from the strength of the Frank 
character!

It 
was the best thing in the act outside of 
his old brand of carrying on in the 
garden bench scene. Nicely received here 
in the seventh frame, and the Frisco 
bit had something to do with that.

ment with the chairman, appeared be- 
fore the committee and protested one 
paragraph of the proposed act, “On 
behalf of the circuses of the United 
States.” As a result of this presenta- 
tion, in Meu of the adding of a new 
sentence offered by Hildreth to one 
paragraph which he contended seriously 
jeopardized the circus owners finan- 
cially, this paragraph was deleted from 
the section in question. 

Paragraph “b” to which he objected 
read as follows: 

“A non-resident owner of a foreign 
vehicle operated within this State for 
the transportation of persons or prop- 
erty for compensation ‘or for the trans- 
portation of merchandise, either regu- 
larly according to schedule or for a 
consecutive period exceeding 30 days, 
shall register such vehicle and pay the 
same fees therefor as is required with 
reference to like vehicles owned by 
residents of this State.” 


Hildreth said: 

“It is the opinion of our legislative 
committee that such a paragraph will 
legislate out of existence motorized and 
motor-carrying circuses of the United 
States, as it will require that every such 
circus will be compelled to take out a 
license for each truck or automobile in 
each State in which they appear. As 
some of these circuses have as many as 
100 motor Vehicles in their convoy, 
the resulting burden can easily be 
estimated.” 


He suggested that a sentence be 
added to paragraph “b” reading as fol- 
lows: “Except that trucks, trailers or 
motor cars of a motorized or railroad 
circus, bearing license plates as provided 
in section 20, paragraph ‘a’, above, may 
operate such vehicles as provided in 
paragraph ‘a’ referred to.” 


The suggesting of this addition, and 
the recital of the situation in which 
circus owners would be placed in the 
event the proposed language should be 
adopted in all or a part of the States, so 
impressed the committee members that 
they gave the CFA legislative committee 
chairman more than he asked. The 
committee decided to eliminate the 
entire objectionable paragraph instead 
of retaining it and amending it. 


Tt is now up to circus owners when 
this proposed model code is presented 
to State legislatures during the coming 
winter. and all but five will be in ses- 
sion, to take steps to see to it that the 
code is adopted without amendment. 

Continuing his addtess, Hildreth said: 


“This recommendation is made by a 
committee of lawyers, serving without 
compensation and interested only in the 
preservation of the cirous as an Ameri 
can imstitution. The Circus Fans’ Asso- 
ciation, which sponsors this committee, 
is an organization of some 600 business 
men who, for four years, have been 
working to save the circus of their boy 
hood for the youth of America. The 
situation now confronting the motorized 
circus is extremely confusing. For ex- 
ample, circuses crossing the State of 
Nebraska, and staying only one or two 
days, are compelled to take out an 
annual license for each truck or auto- 
mobile. ‘The added expense frequently 
represents the difference between profit 
and loss on the season.” 


Motorized circuses will, therefore, be 
governed, assuming adoption of the 
model code in one or more States, if 
not all, by paragraph “a” of section 20, 
which reads as follows: 

“A non-resident owner, except as 
otherwise provided in this section, own- 
ing any foreign vehicle which has been 
duly registered for the current calendar 
year in the State, country or place of 
which the owner is a resident, and 
which at all times when operated in this 
State has displayed upon it the number 
plate or plates issued for such vehicle 
in the place of residence for such owner, 
May operate or permit the operation of 
such vehicle within this State without 
registering such vehicle or paying any 
fees to this State.”

ment with the chairman, appeared be- 
fore the committee and protested one 
paragraph of the proposed act, “On 
behalf of the circuses of the United 
States.” As a result of this presenta- 
tion, in lieu of the adding of a new 
sentence offered by Hildreth to one 
paragraph which he contended seriously 
jeopardized the circus owners finan- 
cially, this paragraph was deleted from 
the section in question. 

Paragraph “b” to which he objected 
read as follows: 

“A non-resident owner of a foreign 
vehicle operated within this State for 
the transportation of persons or prop- 
erty for compensation ‘or for the trans- 
portation of merchandise, either regu- 
larly according to schedule or for a 
consecutive period exceeding 30 days, 
shall register such vehicle and pay the 
same fees therefor as is required with 
reference to like vehicles owned by 
residents of this State.” 


Hildreth said: 

“It is the opinion of our legislative 
committee that such a paragraph will 
legislate out of existence motorized and 
motor-carrying circuses of the United 
States, as it will require that every such 
circus will be compelled to take out a 
license for each truck or automobile in 
each State in which they appear. As 
some of these circuses have as many as 
100 motor Vehicles in their convoy, 
the resulting burden can easily be 
estimated.” 


He suggested that a sentence be 
added to paragraph “b” reading as fol- 
lows: “Except that trucks, trailers or 
motor cars of a motorized or railroad 
circus, bearing license plates as provided 
in section 20, paragraph ‘a’, above, may 
operate such vehicles as provided in 
paragraph ‘a’ referred to.” 


The suggesting of this addition, and 
the recital of the situation in which 
circus owners would be placed in the 
event the proposed language should be 
adopted in all or a part of the States, so 
impressed the committee members that 
they gave the CFA legislative committee 
chairman more than he asked. The 
committee decided to eliminate the 
entire objectionable paragraph instead 
of retaining it and amending it. 


Tt is now up to circus owners when 
this proposed model code is presented 
to State legislatures during the coming 
winter. and all but five will be in ses- 
sion, to take steps to see to it that the 
code is adopted without amendment. 

Continuing his addtess, Hildreth said: 


“This recommendation is made by a 
committee of lawyers, serving without 
compensation and interested only in the 
preservation of the cirous as an Ameri 
can imstitution. The Circus Fans’ Asso- 
ciation, which sponsors this committee, 
is an organization of some 600 business 
men who, for four years, have been 
working to save the circus of their boy 
hood for the youth of America. The 
situation now confronting the motorized 
circus is extremely confusing. For ex- 
ample, circuses crossing the State of 
Nebraska, and staying only one or two 
days, are compelled to take out an 
annual license for each truck or auto- 
mobile. ‘The added expense frequently 
represents the difference between profit 
and loss on the season.” 


Motorized circuses will, therefore, be 
governed, assuming adoption of the 
model code in one or more States, if 
not all, by paragraph “a” of section 20, 
which reads as follows: 


“A non-resident owner, except as 
otherwise provided in this section, own- 
ing any foreign vehicle which has been 
duly registered for the current calendar 
year in the State, country or place of 
which the owner is a resident, and 
which at all times when operated in this 
State has displayed upon it the number 
plate or plates issued for such vehicle 
in the place of residence for such owner, 
may operate or permit the operation of 
such vehicle within this State without 
registering such vehicle or paying any 
fees to this State.”

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Old-Time Showmen 
By CHARLES BERNARD 


One of America’s shining examples of 
self-made showmen was Uncle Dick 
Sutton, of Butte, Mont. He died Oc- 
tober 2, 1924, at the age of 79, with a 
record of successes to his credit in both 
tent show and theater ownership and 
Management, and perhaps as many or 
more close Mjendships among the show 
people west of the Mississippi as any 
known showman has enjoyed. 


Born in Lexington, Ky., the Ohio River 
and its steamboats had a fascination 
which he could not resist. He began his 
show career as a youthful entertainer on 
the old river boats plying between Cin- 
cinnati and New Orleans. He soon won 
prestige as a clever dancer, securing a 
job as a cook on one of the popular 
“sidewheelers”, with privilege of enter- 
taining the passengers after working 
hours at night. He earned a nice side- 
line income as a proficient exponent of 
“heel and toe”, “clog dance” and the 
“buck and wing”, all favorites in the 
good old days along the Mississippi. In 
New Orleans, along the levee, his danc- 
ing attracted members of the profession. 
Engagements in variety shows followed. 
His affable personality and keen wit 
made many friends and he became a 
regular variety artiste. 


Eventually Dick Sutton landed in Ot- 
tumwa, Ia. He had earned and saved; 
the town looked good, and he estab- 
lished himself in business. He organ- 
ized a transfer company, built a hotel, 
and was well established in what be- 
came known as “Dick's House”. But the 
interest in show business was in the 
system to stay. He assumed manage- 
ment of the Ottumwa Opera House, and 
eventually decided to put a show on the 
road. Sutton’s Uncle Tom’s Cabin Com- 


More “Dr. J. E. Leone” 


On page 67 of this issue there ap- 
pears a “boxed” article headed 
“Where's Dr. J. E. Leone?” 

After those pages (first form) had 
gone to press The Billboard received 
complaints from two more shows, each 
regarding a “Dr. J. E. Leone”, in part 
as follows: 

From the Cetlin & Wilson Shows, 
signed John W. Wilson: “He wrote 
this show from New Orleans, La., to 
send him money to start a trip north 
to join this show. We sent him money 
there. Then he telegraphed that he 
would need more money. We imme- 
diately wired him money to pick up 
in Knoxville, Tenn., which he did. 
Then he telegraphed for more money. 
We immediately wired money to 
Minor Bell at Staunton, Va., for him 
to join. He was in Staunton and re- 
ceived the money from Mr. Bell. The 
last we heard from him was May 18, 
when he left Staunton, Va., supposed- 
ly to join this show at Marcus Hook, 
Pa. This party advised that he had a 
show 120 feet long, two trucks and 
two sedan cars. Such matters as this 
make it hard on other showmen who 
are on the level and we would like to 
help, but people like this ‘Dr. J. E. 
Leone’ make it hard to think that 
anyone is on the level.” 

From the J. J. Colley Shows, signed 
J J. Coliey: “Shortly after opening 
this season, in fact about March 30, I 
‘Dr. J. E. Leone’ wishing to book his 
‘Night in Luzon’ show (carrying eight 
people) with me for the season. The 
following week I received a telegram 
from ‘Dr. J. E. Leone’ from New Or- 
leans, stating that if I would wire 
him ¢30 he would join at once. I 
wired him $22 on about April 10 and 
have not heard from him. In his first 
letter to me he enclosed pictures of 
his show. It is my understanding 
that several shows have advanced ‘Dr. 
J. E. Leone’ money to join and he 
failed to arrive.” 

After a summarizing of the above 
and the data in the other “box”, one 
would think it probable that some of 
the telegraph officials and especially 
Minor Bell, at Staunton, Va., could 
give a personal description of the “Dr. 
J. E. Leone” to whom they gave the 
money advanced as claimed by the 
showmen making the complaints, and 
should these showmen make cour- 
teous requests for such description 
and receive favoring replies, The Bilt- 
board would appreciate copies of the 
description supplied.

Uncle Dick’s bankroll. In 1892, when 
Butte, Mont., was a booming wild 
mining town, “Uncle Dick”, with his 
“Tom” Show in‘’a special car, rolled into 
Butte. In a tent, on a vacant lot, the 
mining town had its first opportunity 
to see the Harriet Beecher Stowe drama. 
Butte offered new possibilities stronger 
than road-show trouping. The show was 
sent on its way under a new Manager. 

Dick Sutton had picked a location for 
the building of a great business and a 
far-reaching reputation. His first vari- 
ety theater in Butte wsa known as the 
Family Theater in the old Albertson 
block. ,Later he secured the Grand 
Opera House which John Maguire had 
managed for yeats. He directed the 
building of the Broadway Theater for 
the big traveling shows. Then he built 
the Empress. Together with John Cor:, 
of the Cort Theater, New York, and 
Calvin Heilig, of the Heilig Theater, 
Portland, Ore., the Northwestern Theat- 
rical Association was organized and 
functioned for many years. Later he 
became interested with the Sullivan- 
Considine Circuit and was instrumental 
in introducing its bookings in Montana 
cities. . 

The tent-show offerings under the 
Sutton title included a circus as well as 
the Uncle Tom Cabin shows and the 
name was a familiar one to tent-show 
patrons thruout the Western States. 
Impulsively geMerous, an open-hearted 
man of quick response to the needs of 
members of the profession overtaken by 
misfortune, it was seemingly his self- 
appointed duty to give financial help 
promptly, and with it cheerful encour- 
agement.
